This performance was very favourably re* 
ceived by the clergy ; was anfwered by Dr. Prieftley, 
and particularly recommended its author to the 
friendflbip and efteem of Dr. Porteus, the prefent 
Bifhop of London.

When there 
was a camp at Coxheath, in the year J 778, he 
kept a futtling booth during the encampment. 
Fortunately he, at length, turned his attention to

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genius. By unremitted affiduity he made great 
proficiency in the art, and the productions of his 
peacil have been generally approved. The magni- 
£cent undertakings of Macklin's Bible and Boy- 
4ell's Shakfpeare, infpired Mr. Bowyer with the 
idea of publiftiing a fimilarly fplendid edition of 
Hume's Hiftory of England. Several gentlemen 
^nanbarked in the undertaking : among them was the 
late Mr. Benjamin Bond Hopkins. The iirft artifts 
juj the kingdom wei^e engaged, and a profpeftus of 
^<he work publiflied, in which it was exprcfsly 
Verted, that Mr. David Williams was employed to 
continue the hiftory from the revolution to the piid- 
fent time. This engagement with the public w« 
broken, and after Mr. Williams had made every f e^ 
'quifite arrangement for this grand peiformance, and 
Jbad been confulted on proper fubjeQs for the pain- 
tings, lie was informed by Mr. Bowyer that his &i^ 
vices muft be difpenfed with, at the exprefs defire dF 
a certain great perfoiiagfe. This work is now 'in 
•great forwardn^fs, and the H^orir may vie wiAi 
^he Shakfpeare Gallery in fplendid fpecimensof the

brilliant imagea and fa£ts, which provoke inqui^ 
fitive genius to.clofer and more profound refearches.

Mis productions are 
in gexieral charafterized by a quaint, patch-work, 
pedantic ftyle, which it had been much better if he 
could have avoided, though it feems habitual tQ 
him. He publifhcd, in 1779, a quarto volum«| 
entitled, " Political Annals of the united Color 
nies :" and about three years aften^^ard a quarto 
pamphlet, entitled, *^ The comparative Strength 
of Britain during the prefent and four preceeding 
Reigns.

Scotland, to which Mr. C. prefixed the author's 
life : this life was handfomejy reprinted in an octavo 
irolume, in 1790, and though fold feparately, was 
defigned to be prefixed to Mr. Stockdale's Ipjen* 
did edition of Robinfon Crufoe : a CoUeSion of 
Treaties between Great Britain and other Powers, 
ia two volumes, o3avo, publifhed in 1790: the 
Life of Ruddiman, keeper for almoft fifty years of 
the library belonging to the faculty of advocates at 
Edinburgh, with new Anecdotes of Buchanan, in 
one voIume> o£tavo : a volume in which the author 
has to a ridiculous extravagance negle6led no op- 
portunity of (porting a Johnjmam period : and a 
tedious, plump o£tavo. Apology for the Believers 
in the Shakefpeare MSS. Mr. Chalmers is aUb the 
writer of two very good papers in the Looker-on, 
the one on Illicit Hopes, the odier on the Equaliza- 
tion of FolBes and Difeafes, both of which, but efpe- 
cially the latter, abound with much genuine hu- 
mour.

It has 
experienced a very flattering t'eception, and is emi* 
nently diftinguifliedby thofe loftier difplays of poe- 
tic genius, which coniift in boldnefs and novelty of 
conception, ftrength of figure, and fiiblimity of 
Ibitiment, His Monody on his townfman Chattcr- 
tOil, which is the firflr piece of this volume, has 
1>een particularly admire A Mr. Coleridge aJfo con- 
tributed about four hundred lines, at the beginning 
of tlie fecond book, of his friend Mr. Southey's 
epic poem, ** Joan of Arc," with whom he fhares 
the poet's wreath.

have had Dryden in his eye, and been enamoured of 
the cTiaracier of a Genius : yet (hould he have refleft- 
ed that it was not the foibles, eccentricities and care- 
less cbulitions of that charaftcr, which deferved his 
iaiitatloh, but, that to prefcrv6 its fpirif without

partaking its delinquencies^ would have redounded 
moft truly to his honour. Mr. Coleridge alfo pub- 
liihed, in i795> a pamplilet, entitlcd^*^ ^Concicnes 
ad PofuJum, or Addrefles to the People : " ThQ 
Fall of Robefpierre, an Hiftoric Drama:" and'ano* 
Iher pamphlet, entitied, " A Proteft againft cer- 
tain Bills, or the Plot Difcovered." An Addrefs to 
the People againft minifterial Treafon/' publiihe4 
November the 23th, 1795. In the year following^ 
he publifhed a weekly Mifcellany, entitled, ** Th* 
Watchman," an undertaking in which he ^peaii 
not to have eftimated his talents with peculiar fe& 
city: and the Watchman beat his lall roimd after 
ten weeks fervice. He has alfo publiihed a poem^ 
entitled, ^' A Profpeft of Peace." Evety true 
friend to Genius and Worth muft lament that the 
early profpefts of Mr. Coleridge have been darfc^ 
ened and defpoiled of their extent : that he has ex^ 
perienced the difcouragement of difappointed hope 
and felt the anguifh of diftrcfsful adverfity.

COLMAN> 6EORGE, ESQ, 

. The prefent Proprietor of the Bttle Theatre ic 
■Ao Haymarket, and fon of the late proprietor, a 
celebrated chara£ter m the literary world of the 
£ime name, who died in 17.94. This gentleman 
was originally intended for the Bar, but early in 
Jifd refigned Coke and Littleton in favour of the 
liluibs* When his father was feazed vrith a mala- 
4if wi^ich rendered him incapable of fuperintending 
the theatre, Mr. Cdnoan evinced a moft fmcere 
and commendaUe filial affeSton, by the great at* 
tetition he paid to him and to the interefis of his 
theatre^ On the death of his father his Majefly 
^as pieafed to transfer thepattent to him. His 
«arly produfltfons, ** Turk and no Turk," and 
^^Two to One," difcaver confiderable genius though 
they are not deftitute of puerilities. But his co 
mic opera of " Inkle and Yarico" at once raifed 
the reputation of its author. Mr. Colman next 
brought out the comedy of ^^ Wkys and Means," 
the prologue to which incurred the difpleafure of 
tile crkics of the day, againflf whom it was perticu- 
tarly pointed. He is alfo,. befide ibme occafional 
pfeces^ author of the '^ Battk of Hexam," « The 
Surrender of Cabu^" ** The Mountaineers," and 
*' The Iron Cheft." For the latter of thefe per- 
tbrmances, y,c cannot help thinking Mr. Colman 

in 
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in fome meafure amendable to the public on ac- 
count of its immorality of tendency. The con- 
ilru£tion of the plot likewife appears highly unnai* 
tural. It is founded on a very unpleafant and ab* ^ 
fiird ftory, extrafted without improvement Trom 
Godwin's " Adventures of Caleb Williams." Duf* 
ing the firft ieafon of its reprefehtation at Dnny 
Lane Theatrt, the town, puzzled between its appro<» 
liatiiMi of what was found of value in the Iron Cheft, 
and its juft diflike of its other contents, altematelj 
condemned and reprieved it. When it was printed 
the refentiul author, in a long and vengeful preface; 
micrU>ed its indifferent fuccefs to Mr. Kemble's 
manner of performing the principal charafijer: 
which produced a pamphlet by a gentleman of 
the Temple, in Defence of Mr. Kemble, and par*" 
ticularly fevere againft Mr. Colman. The piece ex- 
perienced a fuccefsful revivad at the author's cwik 
theatre in the fubfequent feafbu. In the ipring 
«f the y^ar 1797, Mr. Colman publifhed ^ My 
Night Gowm and Slippers," a thin quarto pam« 
fjhiet, confifling of fbme poetic trifles, which 
(as is not imfrequently the cafe with his writings) 
abbund with flippancy and qnaintne& rather tham. 
^wit. And in the iummer of that year he piot 
duced at his own Theatre ^ The Heir at Law,^ 
a Comedy, whidi was favourably received

In 1782, 
he publiflied, in one volume, quarto, ^* Nummorum 
veterum Populorum et Urbium, qui in Mufaeo Gu- 
lielmi Hunter affervantur, Defcriptio figuris illuf- 
trata.". Some years afterward Dr. Combe formed 
Si literary affociation with Dr. Parr and the late Mr. 
Homer, for the purpofe of publifhing a moft fplen. 
did and complete Edition of Horace: It was evi- 
dent that only one of the members of this trium- 
virate was equal to the due execution of the talk 
in queftion. Mr. Homer, though an accurate editor 
of editions of the fro/c claffics, was not perhaps 

compe- 
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competent to give much affiftance to. an undertaking 
like the prefent j yet fuch was the confcientious 
diligence which he exerted to fulfil his engagements 
with the public, and fuch the vexations and di{ap- 
pointments which he experienced in the courfe of 
his exertions^ that this work may, we believe, with 
truth, be faid to have haftened his end. Dr, Parr, 
the ATLAS fo competent to the /oU fupport of the 
burden,, was fo much incumbered with avocation^ 
of* a prior claim, that, owing to this and other cau- 
fes, he could not, we believe, perform his engage- 
ments. Thus ^id 4he whole undertaking devolve 
on Dr. Combe, who might juftly have faid, in the 
words of Ovid, ** Sum tibi viribus ii»par/' An edi- 
tion, however, of Horace, in two volumes, quarto^ 
was publilhed by him, in 1793, which difplayed a 
moft magnificent fpecimen of the typographic art, 
and may juftly claim the recommendation of con- 
taining the BES T INDEX to the works of Horace 
which is extant. It is dedicated to the late Lord 
Mansfield, an engraving of whom is prefixed. Many 
ihameful blunders in the Greek quotations, which 
occur in the notes, caught the eagle eyes of the gi-^ 
gantic proficient in that language, who was origi-^ 
nally to have (harcd the labour of this edition, apd 
an excellent review of the work, whidi appcax^ed in 
the Britifh Critic, was juftly afcribed to his pen. 
Upon this a pamphlet was publilhed entitled " A 
Statement of Fafts relative to the behaviour of the 
reverend Dr. Parr to the late Mr. H. Homer and 

Dr. 
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Dr. Combe, in order t6 point out the falfehood and 
malignity of Dr. Purr's attack in the Britifh Critic 
on the charaSer of Dr. Combe 5" which was an- 
fwered by a pamphlet of very fuperior merit from 
the pen of Dr. Parr, entitled ** Remarks on the 
Statement of E>r. Charles Combe, by an occafional 
writer in the Britifti Critic.*' Here this grand fqab-^ 
ble ended. In his profeffional charafter. Dr. Combe 
is 4iftinguiflied fcwr his &ill in the Aitof Midwifery*

Late fellow of King's College, Cambridge; and 
the predeceffor of Mr. Porfon as Greek Profeflbr 
in the Univerfity. He is a fon of the celebrated 
clafljcal fcholar Dr. Cooke, Provoft of the above fg- 
ciety ; and has himfelf the higheft claims to di^ 
tindion in that department of letters. His publi* 
cations are a Sermon preached before the Univerfity 
of Cambridge on the 30th of January 1 781 : a very 
fenfible edition of Ariftotle's Poetics : and a Tran* 
jlation of Gray's Elegy in a Country Church-Yard 
into Greek Verfe, a performance (abating fome 
overfights) of moft fingular and original excellency. 
The manner in which this exquifite tranflation was 
laid before the public deferves to be recorded, aa 
an inftancc of modefty in the tranflator, highly ho- 
nourable in itfelf and remarkably ftriking when ac- 
companied with fo very extenfive a claim to merit. 
It was printed on a few fpare pages at the end of 
his edition of Ariftotle !

We can- 
not think it greatly to the credit of his underftand- 
ing, that he feems peculiarly fond of aiming the fal- 
lies of his imagination at the maiden fpeeches of

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new-made members. To a young man it is a fituar 
tion fingularly awful and embarraffing, to rife before 
fo auguft aa aifembly as the Britifh Senate : and 
every allowance is due to juvenile diffidence and 
unfteady afl^rance. To delight in overfetting, or 
difcouraging tbefe tottering efforts of often appiJovcd 
knowledge and laudable emulation* befpeaks rather 
the nugatory cruelty of an infigoificant cbara£ker» 
than the fteady patriotifm and example of a repre- 
fentative of a part of the Britifli Nation. Mr. 
Courtenay publifhed in 1786. A Poetical Review 
of the literary and moral chara£ter of Dr. Samuel 
Johnfon— a performance which difcovers its author 
to be more a wit than a poet. He has alfo written

His 
poems, now collefted in two (mall o£tavo volumes^ 
have been received with extraordinary applaufe> 
and honoured with the moft flattering teftimonies 
of approbation, from the firft poets and critics of 
the age. They boaft the glorious tendency to en- 
large the foul to every liberal fentiment, and to im* 
prove the heart. In 1792, Mr. Cowper publilhed 
a tranflation of ^* The Power of Grace lUuftrated, 
in fix letters, from a minifter of the reformed 
church, to the Rev. John Newton, Reftor of St. 
Mary, Woolnoth, London:" which ranks among 
thofe productions of enthufiafm, which are more

adapted to confound and miflead weak minds, than 
to render any important fervice to the caufe of re- 
ligion. 

Mr. Cowper is alfo well known as the Tranfla- 
tor of Homer's lUiad and Odyffey into blank verfe. 
JHiis Tranflation appeared in the year 1791, in two 
large quarto volumes, and, though it has not expe- 
rienced a very indifferent demand, its fuecefs on 
the whole has certainly been difproportionate to 
the extent, and difficulty of thq imdertaking. Mr. 
Pope, like the Author he has tranllated, wrote 
iinder a conviSion, that to produce entertainment 
was the firft object of Poetry, and that in this end 
he muft neceffarily fail, unlefs he confulted the ge- 
pius^ both of the language and the times : that he 
has carried this principle of accommodation a little 
farther than was expedient, moft of his readers are 
difpofed to allow. Mr. Cowper, on the contrary, 
exhibits an attempt, to render in our language the 
real fpirit of the original, and to prefent a faithful 
tranfcript of its fimplicity. His tranflation has 
certainly fiicceeded in departing, much lefs than 
former endeavours from the fpirit of its model : to 
this ambition Ijowever it has facrificed what is of 
the firft importance to. a writer, the power of aU 
trafting readers: and its general chara^er is fo 
Coarfe and rugged, as not to be redeemed by thoC^ 
features of true poetry, by which it is here an4 
ihere adorned^

He publifhed in 1 780, an 00 
tavo volume, with the following curious title. 
** Love and Madnefs : a Story too true. In a Se- 
ries of Letters, between parties whofe names would 
perhaps be mentioned, were they lefs known, or 
lefs lamented." Thefe Letters are given as a cor- 
refpondence fuppofed to have pafled between Mift. 
Ray, miftrefs to the Earl of Sandwich, and the un- 
fortunate Mr. Hackman, who was deeply fmitten 
with her charms, and by whom Ihe was aflfaflinated. 
They are very well written, arid contain a very pa- 
thetic 
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thetic and interefting account of the ftory of Chat- 
terton : indeed we are of opinion that this author 
it the only one, who has done real juftice to Chat- 
terton's memory. Mr. Hackman figures as the hif- 
torian of Chatterton, and the whole, though " bor- 
towed perfonage" (as the late Lord Orford, then Mr. 
Walpole, exprefles it) is a moft ingenious fiction. 
In 1792, Mr. Croft iffaed propofals for publiftiing 
by fubfcription " A new edition of Jobnfon's Dic- 
tionary, corrected without the jtmalleft omiflion; 
confiderably improved: and enlarged with more 
than twenty thoufand words, illuftrated by exam- 
ples from the books quoted by Dr, Johnfon, and 
from others of the beft authority in our own and 
former times." The fubfcription was to be twelve 
guineas : half to be paid at the time of fubfcri- 
bing, and half on the delivery of the third volume. 
This fplendid delign has been dropped, for want 
of a fufficient number of fubfcribers to fecure the 
author's indemnification ia tlie expences of printing.

quarto volume pf Odes : and in 1778, The Battle 
of Haftings, a tragedy, perhaps the l^aft happy of 
Mr. Cumberland's pfoduflions. Having been fept 
as a commiflioner tq the Cpurt of Madrid during th? 
American war, he publiih^d^ upon hif retufnj in 
the year 1782, Anecdotes of Eminent Painters in 
Spain during the (ixteenth and fevente^nth centu- 
ries, in two volumes duodecimo. In 1783 he again

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furnifhed the ftage with a tragedy, entitled. The 
Myfterious Huflband : and likewife publifhed a let- 
ter to the Blfhop of LandafF on the fubjeft of his 
Lordftiip's letter to the late Archbiftiop of Canter- 
bury, refpefting ecclefiaftical grievances. That 
this letter contained fome wit, vivacity and (hrewd* 
fiefs, was generally allowed, but it had little argu- 
ment, and ftill lefs decorum and candour: it was 
very ably anfwered by ian anonymous writer. In 
1 785, Mr. Cumberland brought out The Carmelite, 
his beft tragedy ; and the Natural Son, a comedy ; 
i^ this year he alfo publiflied a character of his de« 
j^arted friiend Lord Vifcount SackviUe, in a fmall 
pamphlet j and the firft edition of his celebrated 
work the Obferver. This edition contained only 
forty effays, and the fecbnd, which was publiflied 
the foUowmg year, in three volumes, crown ofkavo, 
confifted of ninety three ; two volumes have fince 
been added, and the work is very generally known 
and approved. To pronounce thefe .five volumes 
finilhed fpecimens of effay writing, would be to 
honour them with a name fuperior to their de- 
fert: fince their frequent vrant of ftrength and 
elegance muft for ever deprive them of that cha- 
rafter, That they abound however with pleafing 
and inftruftive information, and often difcover 
extenfive reading, we are very ready to allow. 
The papers upon Grecian Hiftory and the Greek 
Comedy are particularly valuable : and the tranfla- 
tions from fragments of Greek Comic Writers, emi- 
nently 
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nently diftinguiftied by care and fidelity of execth 
tion. By thefe fpecimens, Mr. Cumberland appear* 
mod Angularly qualified to make Ariftophanes'^M^ 
own : and it is a circumftance, devoutly to bo 
wiflied by every man of letters, that he would turn 
his thoughts to the accomplifhment of fuch a taik. 
It is a little extraordinary, that this learned and 
ingenious gentleman fhould have thought it worth 
his while to feek, coUeft and exhibit in group, thi 
foul afperfions, upon the charafter of Socrates^ 
which remain fcattered among late/ ancient writer*, 
but are reported neither on authority to bear any 
comparifon with the united teftimony of Plato and 
Xenophon, nor by any appearance of probability. 
But his qiiarrel with Socrates feems to have beentdc* 
en up in revenge for the imputations, which, fome 
admirers of the philofopher, with more zeal UmA 
either candour or good fenfe, have thrown upoft 
the comic poet Ariftophanes. In 1787, Mr, Cnmr 
berland publifbed "An accurate and defcrjptivc 
Catalogue of the feveral paintings in the King of 
Spain's Palace at Madrid,'' which was tranfmitted 
to the author after his return from Spain^ but came 
too late to be inferted in his Anecdotes of Spanifli 
Painters. And in 1789, the comedy of, the Impof- 
tors, and a novel entitled Arundel, in two volumes 
duodecimo : for which latter performance Mr. 
Cumberland has been cenfujred, as feeming to pal- 
liate adultery and duelling. In 1792 was pub- 
lifhed his poem " Calvary, or the death of Chrifl," 

I 4 in 
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in eight books : which we have heard was recalled 
by its author before the whole of the firft impref- 
fion was fold ; and m the following year, " The 
Songs and Chorufes in the comic opera of the 
Armorer." In 1794, Mr. Cumberland produced 
The Box-Lobby Challenge, a comedy ; and the 
comedy of the Jew, The principal defign of the 
latter piece is to exhibit on the ftage the charafter 
of an honeft and charitable Jew: the play was 
very favourably received, and has continued a fa- 
vourite with the public* The following year how* 
ever wjas to difplay a ftill more brilliant effort of 
Mr. Cumberland's talents in dramatic compofition : 
and m times truly difcQuraging to fuch 9n attempt, 
ift times, in which the depravity of public tafte 
had well nigh converted the theatre into a puppet 
4I10W, he produced s^ comedy which overcame 
thefe difadvantages, and ftruck fq vigoroufly on th<^ 
chord of nature and feeling, as in fprne meafure to 
(hake us out of our duUnefs, and alarm the fleep- 
ing fenfe of the nation; fuch is his *' Wheel of 
Fortune," the only one of his dramatic pieces, 
wliich, in pur opinion, cim rank with the Weft In- 
dian. In this year alfo was publiihed his/' Firft 
Love," another very fuccefsful comedy, and Hen- 
ry, a novel, in four volumes duodecimo. In 1796, 
Mr. Cumberland produced ** The Days of Yore," 
x^ dr^ma in three a£ls, and in the year following) 
the comedy of ** The Laft of the Family," which 
abounds with many genuine traits of qaturej, viva- 
city 
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city and manly fentiment. Thus numeroiiSi and 
thus diverlified in fubjeft and merit, have been the 
writings of Mr. Cumberland : yet let it not be 
forgotten that they have ever had for their objeft 
the eftabliihment of Moral Goodnefs, by inculcating 
its principles and perfe^ons with unwearied tffi* 
duity and care. 

CUMBERLAND, GEORGE, ESQ, 

This gentleman has publiihed fome ** Aneo- 
dotes of the Life of Julio Bonafoni, a Bolognefe 
Artift, who followed the ftyles of the beft fchools 
in the fixteenth century :" Lewina the Maid of 
Snowdon, a tale, and a poem on the Landfcapes 
of Great Britain," publiihed in i793> in quarto^ 
witht Echings by the author, the poetry of which 
is of a very inferior quality 5 and " An Attempt 
to defcribe Hafod, and the neighbouring fcenes 
over the Funack, commonly called the Devil's 
Bridge, in the County of Cardigan, an ancient 
feat belonging to Thomas Johnes^ Efq.'^ publiihed 
in 1796, in a thin oflavo. 

CUMMING, ALEXANDER, 

A celebrated Mechanic, and formerly a watch^ 
maker in new Bond ffareet, He has publiflied

quarto : and feveral fcientific pieces on the fame 
fubjed; which are held in high eftimation. 

; CURRIE, JAMES, ESQ- M. D- 

A Phyfician of confiderable reputation in the 
Town of Liverpool. He is particularly refpe&ed 
at the place of his refidence, for a lingular aSivity 
and courage, which he difplayed fome years ago, 
in flopping and curing a moft contagious fever, 
which J^ged among the foldiery quartered in the 
Town 5 and is confidently reported to be the author 
of the very highly celebrated and excellent letter 
to Mr, Pitt, by JASPER WILSON. H« is alfo, 
we believe, the author of fome approved Medical 
Treatifes.

Daughter of Dr. Burney fen. and better known 
to the world by the name of Mifs Frances BUrney* 
which flie bore previous to her marriage with M* 
D'Arblay, a French Emigrant. She has written 
three highly celebrated novels : the firft of whidj, 
" Evelina," was produced at a ^very early age, 
in ^he year 1777, without the knowledge of 
her father. A curious anecdote, told refptft- 
ing it, has, we believe, been fufficiently authen-* 
ticated to entitle it to our notice. Dr. Burney, 
from a due conviftion of the poifon infenfibly infu- 
fed into young minds by an indifcriminate perufal of 
the trafti of our circulating libraries, had cautioned 
his daughter againft an unlimited indulgence of 
fuch an inclination : but, being one day at a 
friend's houfe^ he was fo much prepofleffed by the 
praifes which were conferred on this anonymous 
production, that he borrowed it for the purpofe of re- 
commending it to his daughter's perufal. " Cecilia/' 
her fecond performance, appeared in 1782 : and 
•^ Camilla," the laft, in 1796. She alfo publiflied 
in 1793 a pamphlet entitled, " Brief Reflexions re- 
lative to the emigrant French Clergy, eameflly fub- 
mitted to the humane conlideration of the ladies of 
Great Britain" the profits of which were to he 
wholly appropriated to the relief of the French 

Clergy. 
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Clergy. Mrs D*Arblay was for fome time (while 
Mifs Burney) one of the keepers of the robes to her 
Majefty } a fituation which her ill health obliged her 
to refign. That this lady is the firft Novel Writer of 
this day^ as well as one of the moft diftinguifhed 
which this or any other country has produced, 
is very generally allowed. So great was the re- 
putation which her two firft produ6tions raifed her, 
that for the laft ftie obtained a fubfcription of three 
thoufand guineas. We think the dbfolute merit of 
each of her three pieces very great : but that their 
nlative merits, fpeaking of th^encral charaSter of 
each piece, are in the order of their publication ;* 
a circumftance not altogether fo happy as might 
be wiftied and which we truft the volumes fhe is 
now (as we underftand) preparing for the prefs will 
not allow us any longer to remark. 

DARWALL, MRS. 

Formerly Mifs Whateley. She publifhed in 
1794, two oftavo volumes of poems on feveral oc- 
cafions, one volume of which fhe had publifhed in

The mildneft 
of his temper, and the affability of hiis difpofiitipn^ 
render him particularly agreeable to his young difci; 
ples> and it is a drained panegyric indeed that would 
furpafs his defert^ as a clear reafoner and an amiit- 
ble man. The public at large, we believe, arem^ 
in poffeffion of any proof of his powers, beyond 
the publication of a Controverfy, in which he was 
engaged with the Rev. Mr, Wildbore, a very cde- 
brated mathematician, concerning the Evacuati^p 
of Veflels in Motion ; this publication may be feop 
in Dr. Hutton's Mifcellanea Mathematical .

Baron of the Ruffian Empire, an honour which he 
obtained for hinxfcif andhisTeldeft fon by his fervices at 
the Court of Ruffia^ and author of feveral pamphlets 
oa the fubjcft of Inoculation* He was engaged in 
a controverfy with Dr. Lettfom in which he oppofed 
the plan for eflablifhing a general difpeiifary for ino* 
culatmg the poor, at thqir own houfes. Although a 
gentleman of confiderable fortune, he confented at 
the age of fifty years, to go tq Ruffia to inocu- 
late the late Emprefs. The medical praftitioners 
of the country were highly indignant at this mark 
of diftinftion fhewn to a foreigner ; and at a certain 
time when the Emprefs was in a high fever, and the 
Baron defired a confult^ition with them, they refuf- 
ed his requeft^ to a man. He however took her 
cafe upon himfelf, and, though his patient had feen 
fifty fummers previous to the operation, the Baroa 

hap^ 
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happily completed the object of his Journey. On 
his return to this country he was prefented, by order 
of her Imperii Majefly, a bank note value ten-tho^ 
fand pounds, which was made for the purpofe/and 
which, we believe, is the only inftance of the bank 
iffuing one for fo large a jTum. In the year tjj^ 
Baron Dimfdale again went to Ruflia to innoctilate 
the children of the Grand Duke : and both times 
enriched himfelf greatly by operating upon private 
Individuals. He has fince opened an eminent bank* 
ing houfc in the City of London.

The mafterly antf 
beautiful climax, in which the names of Newton,'

Uncle to Lord Holland. A character much 
better known in the world of politics than in that 
fef letters ; a natural confequence of his cohftant 
occupation in the duties of a moft confpicuoiis 
public ftation. Mr. Fox was bom in January, 
1 749, and firft brought into Parliament at the ge^ 
Jieral election in March 1768. In February 1770^ 
he wis appointed one of the Lords of the Admiralty, 
and foon afterward a Lord of the Board of Trea* 
fury. In confequence of a difagreement with Lord 
North, he was difmiffed from his office in 1 774, and 
from that time has gradually rifen to the firft rank 
In dppofition. In March 1782, he was appointed 
One of his^Majefty's principal. Secretaries of Stat^, 
and, having foon afterward refigned, was re-appoin- 
ted to that office in April, 1783. His coalition 
wuth Lord North, and Itis Bill for regulating the 
Government of the Territories of the Eaft India 
Company, raifed an univerfal outcry againft him, 
and he was driven from office at the clofe of that 
year. Hfe has ever fince that time been diftinguifh- 
cd as the moft oftenlible Champion of the party in 
oppoCtion. The title of " The Man of the Peo- 
ple," was firft given him in compliment to his 
ftrenuous oppofition to the American War : it was 
in allufion to this, that, when he was in office, and 
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his India Bill under parliamentry difcuffion. Sir 
Richard Hill addreffed hun in the farcaftic lines

FRANCIS, PHILIP, ESQ. 

Formerly an aftive member of the Britifh Se- 
nate, and one of Mr. Haftings' Accufers. He is the 
fon. 6f the late Rev. Philip Francis, who tranflated 
Horace and Demofthenes : and was firft introduced 
to public notice by Lord North's Bill, in 1773, for 
Regulating th? Territories of the Eaft India Coni- 
pany, by which himfelf. Sir John Clavering, and 
Col. Monfon were appointed Members of the Su- 
preme Council or Bengal, together with Mr. Haff- 
ings Governor General and Mr. Barwel. The op- 
pofition which broke out between thefe two par- 
ties in that government, is fufficieritly memorable. 
Soon after his return, Mr. Francis publiflied, in a 
thin quarto, an Extrafl: of Minutes relative to the 
Bengal Revenues, together with a Plan of Settle- 
ment recommended to the Court of Direftors. He 
was brought into parliament at the next generil 
eleftion, in 1784, and has publiflied his Speech in 
the Houfe of Commons, July 2d, 1784: two 
Speeches on th^j original Eaft-India Bill, June i6th 
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and 26th, 1784: his Speech March 7th, 1786, on 
Mr- Pitt's India Bill, and, in 1788, his Anfwer to 
the Charges exhibited againft him. General Clave- 
ring, and Col. Monfon, by Sir Elijah Impey, Kt. 
H^ was returned a member at the eleftion in 1750, 
md has taken throughout a very afliduou^ part in 
the Profecution of Mn Haftings, and publiflie4 
Remarks on his Defence as far as it concerned the 
Rohilla War. In 1793, was publifhed a Letter

Formerly Tutor and ftill Fellaw of Jefus* C0U 
lege, Cambridge. This gentleman pafled through 
hisi academic education with conilderable credit 
and diilindion, but has lately, by an unfortunate 
combination of bi$ own imprudence with the m^ 
lice of his enemies, fuffered fevere humiliation. In 
179^9 he publiflied a pamphlet, entitled, ^^ Peace 
And Union recommended to the Aflbciated Bodies of 
Republicans and Anti-republicans," which was 
found by. certain members of the Univerfity to con? 
tain fome vary Heinous paQages^ and a fele^t Qum^* 
ber (twenty-feven). all members of the Senate, 
entered into refolutions to profecute the author, as 
having intended to prejudice the clergy in the eyes 
ef the Iftity, to degrade in the public efteem the 
, 4oftrines and rites of the eftabliflied church, and to 
yifturb the harmony of fociety. Accordingly oi\ 
ihe jd day of Mayi 1 793, Dr, Milner, the Mafter 
of Queen's College, being Vice-Chancellor, and 
J^ KipJingf the Peputy Regius Profeflbr of Divinity^ 
tKcl^romoteri Mr* Frend was brought to a trial in 
thA Scnate-houfe in Cambridge. Had the Auguft 
Senate, ia the warmth of their zeal, chof^^n the ve^ 
tieft goody of an old woman in the place to pro- 
mote their caufe, Oie could^ not have incurred (ac- 
cording to Dr. Edward's grace) Afx«^^«w« Tifulo 
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tohmufiari, with greater juftice than did the blun- 
dering Deputy Profeflbr. Indeed we cannot but 
think that the Univerfity of Cambridge, fell greatly 
(hort in this inftance of the energy and example 
which it might fo glorioufly have difplayed. A fe- 
minary, famed for members of the founded learn- 
ing and cleareft reafoning, might, upon fuch an oc- 
cafion, inftead of incurring Ridicule, have exhi- 
bited to aftertimes, a bright pattern indeed of a 
profecution againft an innovating member in dan- 
gerous contingencies ! and by conducting it upon 
terms legally ftrenuous yet academically liberal, 
have eftabliflied in a masterly manner, a 
hioft confpicuous precedent, which had, anfwered 
their prefent purpofes, and, made the future enter- 
prizer in fimilar attemps tremble ere he dared 
to execute. Mr. Frend having been found to 
have offended againft the ftatute de ccnciamhiSy and 
having refufed to retraft and confefs his error and 
temerity, incurred the penalty of the ftatute, and 
was banifhed the Univerfity on the 30* day of 
May, 1793. Upon this Mr. Frend appealed to 
a Court of Delegates, confifting of Sir William 
Wynne, Dr. Hey, Dr. Scale, Mr. E. Chriftian, and 
Mr. Lane, who, after a trial of four dap, affirmed 
the former fentence on the 29th day of June fol- 
lowing. Mr. Frend throughout his trial manifefted 
confiderable fpirit and ability. His Defence mthe 
Vice-Chancellor's Court difplayed much flbw of 
language and acutenefs of remark^ but' certmiriy 

was 
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was not fuch a defence as be (hould have xnadif. 
m/u€k a caufe. The Vice-Chancellor's excelleitf: 
Speech upoa this occaiion has been alre^ady noticpd 
under the name Beverley. Previous to this unfortti* 
nate pamphlet, which caufed fo great a ferment ia 
the Univerfity, Mr. Frend had publilhed " Thoughts 
on Subfcription :** " An Addrefs to Trinitarians :'* 
and> an Appendix to his Thoughts on Subfcription* 
Since his banifhment from the Univerlaty he hat 
publifhed, befide an Account of his Trial, and a 
Sequel to that account : a Syftem of Algebia, in 
which the elementary rules and operation^ are ext 
plained with confiderable ikill, fbjr the exa3: com^ 
prehenfion of beginners- He refides at prefent in 
chambers in the Temple, and has iiTued propofals for 
giving a courfe of Le&ures in Natural Philofophy, 
upon the plan of thofe which are read at Cam« 
bridge,

XDnd volume was piibliftied in the fummer of 1797. 
iPrevioufly to this work, Df. Geddes had publiflied 
•a Paraphraftic Tranflation of feleft Satires of Hch 
race, a performance which quickly reached its 
tnerited obfcurity. In 1786, he publifhed a List- 
ter to a Member of . Parliament oa the Czfp 
of the Diffenters, and in the following year, a 
Letter to Dr. Prieftly on the Divinity of Chrift. 
Since this time Dr. Geddes has fttrniflie<Pthe world 
with fome ftriking fpecimens of his Wit and Hu-

They difcover 
their author to poffefs a true vein of Satire, and, m 
the former inftance, to be an Excellent Imitator o£ 
Perfius. Thefe poems were firft publifhed fepa-^ 
rately, but in the fummer of 1797, were printed 
together in a neat pocket volume. The higheft 
panegyric, is aflliredly well beftowed on thofe Pa-- 
triots in Literature, who are found ready to defend 
its caufe in the hour of danger and perverfion, by 
difcountenancing the meretricious exuberances of 
its produce, and combating with the weapons of 
wit and fatire, the advances of a degenerate tafte 

• The Pursuits of LiTEiLATUftE9?a Satiwcal Poem, in four 
pdits, was, alfo on its firA appearance, attributed to Mr. Giffbrd j with- 
out, however, a jult foundation. The Veil of thick. Darknefs,_in which 
tliat powerful writer had wrapped /^ knonvi'etige of bimfelf, remainedt 
long unpieiced by the moft inquifitive enquirer. It was atCributod tcv 
fomc of the raoft celebrated literary chara6lers of the day, but prixici- 
paHy to Dr. Renneli, Orator Maniell and Mr. Mathias.

of the prefent article. Yet can we not help enter-

That he, as well as his 
fyren coadjutors, is frequently reprehenfible for his 
glitter and negligence, we will not deny, but that 
his poetical talents are defpicable we can never al- 
low. It gave us the greateft pleafure to hear that 
from the claflical pen of this gentleman, the lite- 
rary world is likely to be favoured with a Tranfla- 
tion of Juvenal.

He kii 
alfo written " The Reign of Louis XVL «id CdUt^ 
plete Hiftory of the French Revolution," in one 
volume quarto, which was publifhed in number^ 
and completed in the year 1794: and a R^piy to 
Mr. Erfkinc's Pamphlet, on the Caufes and Con- 
fequences of the War with France, a moft con- 
temptible performance, unworthy of the Hiftorim 
9f France. Mr. GifFord is moreover editor oi n 
volume of Letters, written from Paris, by a ladyi 
and tranflator of two French publications, vii^ 
^« The Banditti Unmafked," and " A Defence of 
the French Emigrants, from the French of Tro* 
phime Gerald de Lally-Tolendal. He alfo pub* 
lifhed, in the autumn of 1 797, ^ A fecond Letter 
to Mr. Erikine," on the fame fubject with the for- 
mer. Mr. GiflFord, upon the whole appears to be^ 
juftly entitled to the character of an induftriou^ 
though not of a firft-rate writer.

The literary exertions of this benevolent ge* 
tieman, have been principally directed to the Re» 
lief of the Poor.

Hiftoriographer to his Majefty, for Scotki&d.. 
This gentleman's firft publication was a tranflation 
of the Orations of L^^Iias and Ifocrates, which apr 
peared in one volume quarto, in the year 1777$ 
and is a work of confiderable ingenuity and merits 
In 1786, he publiftied his Hiftory of Ancient 
Greece, in two volumes quarto, which has beeft 
reprinted in four volumes o6tavo. While in this 
performance, we admire the interefting vivacity 
of Dr. Gillies' narration, we cannot but Janaept 
his coxcombry. He is perpetually aiming at; the 
fanner of the Great Hiftorian of the Decline and 
Fall of the Roman Empire, without the. fmallQft 
pretenfion to that happy union, of the moft labo- 
rious diligence and integrity of judgement, with 
the livelieft manner, the fo Angular talent of that 
confammate writer. In the fi^Id of Grecian Hif- 
tory, he has met with ia competitor of gigantic 
growtli and mighty provvefs : and though his own 
performance has confiderable claim to merit as a 
fizeable epitome, yet in the point of giving his 
reader complete information, the refult only of 
tlie moft extenfivc xefearch, and the gteateft comi. 
prehenfion of mind, he muft ftrike his colours to 
. ' ' Mr! 
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Mr. Mitford. In 1789,. Dr. Gaiies.rpul^Hflied a View 
of the Reign of Frederick II. of Pruflia, with a 
Parallel between that prince and Philip of Mace- 
don, in one volume oftavo. Thofe parts pf UHif^ 
toire de mon I'empSy written by the late King of 
Pruffia, which relate immediately to himfelf and 
his affairs, furniftied the materials of the View. In 
the other part of this volume,' Dr. Gillies has been

Fellow of the Royal College of Phyficians in Lon- 
dwi, Fellow of King's College, and a'charader of 
long and diftinguiftied celebrity, in the Univerfity of 
Cambridge, though the printed teftiraonies which 
the public poflefs of his literary merit are but fmaU io 
fize. He obtained, in the year 1757, the Seatonian 
Prize, for a Poetical Effay on the Day of. Judgement, 
which is one of the moft excellent compofitions pro- 
duced by that Inftitution, and ranks with the fublime 
and beautiful produd:ions of Chriftopher Smart cm 
the fame occafion. This effay was printed in the 
Univerfity according to the will of the founder of the 
prize, and afterward reprinted in a crown oftavo 
volume, containing a coUeftion of thefe poems.

Formerly a dijQTenting clergyman. In i ^84, h^. 
publilhed a duodecimo volume, con^fting o( fix 
Sermons, which he dedicated to the Bifliop of JLau^ 
dafF, and entitled^ *' Sketches of Hiftory ! r . Theft 
difcourfes have been faid tp ^pproa^h nearei: to th$ 
animated ftyle of the French orators thap th^ gcae- 
rality of compofitions for the pulpit in this colder 
climate. Mr. Godwin is alfo the reputed author pf 
a pamphlet, which appeared about the fapie time> 
entitled, " The Herald of Literature ; or, A Re^ 
view of the moft confiderable Publications which 
will be made in the enfuing Winter." In thefi^ 
later days he has attracted notice by " An Enquiry 
concerning Political Juftice, and its Influence on 
general Virtue aj^d Happinefs,'* firft publilhed in 
1793, in two volumes, quarto, and fince in tWQ 
volumes, octavo. Whatever the pretenfions of this 
Political Doctor, a Philofopher of the New Sect, 
may be to new lights and a new intelli- 
gence ; and, however his doctrines, lively to main- 
tain but a ftiortJived credit in their native barbarity 
of form, may have difguifed themfelves in the drefs 
of Philofophy, and endeavourd to play upon us-witlj 
the falfe glitter of their borrowed trappings 3 we wilj 

O 4 venture 
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venture to fay that fo grofs a Libel as the prefcnti 
upon Common Senfe and Common Honefty, has fel* 
dom been uttered from the prefs. In 1 794, Mr. God- 
win publiflied a Novel, entitled, " Things as they 
Are; or, the Adventures of Caleb Williams," in 
three fmall volumes. In this performance ( a work of 
moft pernicious tendency ! ) the author's obje£l 
is evidently to give an eafy paffport and general cir- 
culation to fome of his favourite opinions ; arid it 
is written with an evident allufion to his work on 
Political Juftice. The ufe which Mr. Colman has 
made of this novel has already been mentioned 
under the name of that gentleman. In 1796, Mr. 
Godwin publifhed an octavo volume, entitled, 
*^ The Enquirer ; or. Reflections on Education, 
Manners, and Literature, in a Series of Eflays 5** 
another philefophical work, of which every candid 
and competent reader will grant it may fairly be 
faid, that, as in the firft inftance, the fanity of 
Mr. Godwin's intellect might reafonably be quefti- 
oned, fo in this ( if the fpeculations he advances be 
the honeft dictates of his underftanding ) he has no 
lefs a claim to the character of a moft pitiful igno- 
ramus. 

GODWIN, MRS. MARY. 

This lady, now the wife of the fubject of the 
preceeding article, is better known in the literary 
world by her former name of WoUftonecraft. 

Early 
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Early in the year 1792, the time when new theo^ 
ries concerning the Rights of Man, and new Ipe- 
dilations in politics and the cbnftruction of fociety, 
were fo prevalent and fo coveted, this lady, in* 
fected with the general malady, diftin|^iflied her- 
felf as the Champion of her own Sex by the public 
cation of a book, entitled, ** A Vindication of 
the Rights of Woman/' In this treatife, the fair 
jauthor, difclaiming the maxim of Rouflfeau, that, 
" the empire of woman is the empire of foft* 
iiefe, of addrefs, of complacency ; her commands 
are careffes s her menaces are tears ;* and the 
fenfe of that epigram which reprefents the na* 
ked Venus as more formidable than Pallas with 
her ftiield and buckler, makes fome very fpirited 
lamentations on the pernicious neglect of all MuT- 
cular Exercifes at our female boarding-fchools. Yct> 
whatever curious fpeculations, profound difcoveries, 
or fubtleties of argument this lady may have ad- 
duced ; however plainly (he may have demonftrated 
that the order of things has been ihamefuUy rever- 
fed, and that Nature defigned the men to prefide at 
the tea-table, regulate the houfhold, and rule the 
nurfery ; while all the offices of ftate and bufincfs 
of commerce ftiould pafs into the hands of the 
ladies ; her theory feems but little likely to fuc- 
ceed in making unreafonable men come into thefe 
fuitable arrangements, till her fex can acquire 
ftrength enough to ftrip them of ufurpations, con- 
firmed to them by long prefcription and ancient 

prejudice. 
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prejudice- Her volume, it is true, quickly became 
a ftaple commodity at the circulating libraries, faw 
two editions in the year, of its publication, and was 
the manual jand vademecum of every romantic 
Mi^f who, like the author herfetf, pined at the 
parrow limits of female circiynfcription, and fighed 
to extend the fphere of female duties and female 
obligations beyond the Boundary which nature, fc* 
conded by reafon and cuftom, had prefumed to 
point out . But here, like many a vifionary theory, 
fls career, was at an end. Mrs. Godwin has alfo 
published ** Thoughts on the Education of Daugh- 
ters," in a duodecimo volume : ** Stories from real 
Life," in a duodecimo volume : " An hiftorical and 
moral .View of the Origin and Progrefs of the 
Kreoch Revolution, and the Effect it has produced 
in Europe," in one volume, octavo, publifhed in 
1 794 3 in an advertifement to which, two or three 
more volumes were promifed in continuation of the 
fubject, none of Which have yet appeared 3 and an 
octayo volume of " Letters," written in Sweden, 
&c. perhaps the.^rft of her productions in point of 
merit. Indeed, abating the whimfical appearance 
which Mrs. Godwin's Quixotic Mania, for flanding 
forth the Champion of her Sex produced, in the firft 
inftancc, the character of her authorfliip as well as 
that of her converfation, entitles her to the credit 
of a good underftanding and a cultivated mind.

At the conclufion of 
thft war he unexpeftedly took leave of his Ameri- 
can friends, and after having iffued propofals for 
publifliing ^* The Hiftory of the Rife, Progrcfs, 
and Eftablifhment of the Independence of the Uni- 
ted Stktes of America, including an Account of 
the late' War and of the thirteen Colonies, from 
their Origin to that Period,'* he crofTed the Atlan- 
tic before it was fent to prefs.

His firft publication was an 
oftavo volume of Eflays, Hiftorical and Moral : the 
firft edition of which, publifhed in 1785, he fent 
into the world without a name ; but upon its fa* 
vourable reception, he acknowledged them in a fe- 
cond. Although thefe Effays in point of elegance and

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can (how, they abound with a very confidcrable 
portion of good fenfe. In 17873, Dr. Gregory pub- 
liflied a volume of Sermons, to which he prefixed 
fome excellent Thoughts on tiae Compofition and 
Delivery of a Sermon.

a writer before her marriage. Her maiden name: 
was Minifie, and while ftie bore it, flie publifhed fe-j 
veral novels, viz. the Hiftories of Lady Frances S.r 
and Lady Caroline S. publiljied in 1763, and 
" The Pifture," both written in affociation with a. 
lifter who refided with her at Bath : and, ^^ Family. 
Piaures/' " Burford Abbey,'' '' The Cottage," and; 
'' The Count de Poland,*' by herfelf : of thefe, the 
laft in particular, poffeffes confiderable merit. By- 
her marriage with General Gunning ftie became in- 
troduced into a very elevated fphere of fociety 5 in 
which ftie continued to move until a remarkable 
circumrtance occurred which made a confiderable 
noife in the world, occafioned her total feparation 
from her huft)and, and worked a complete revolu» 
tion in her affairs. The fruit of this marriage was 
a daughter, whofe perfon and accompliftiments, 
according to the partial fufiFrage of Mrs. G. were 
unrivalled in the records of beauty and education. 
The fond mother ^imed at an alliance between the 
Marquis of Blandford, fon to his Grace the Duke 
of Marlborough, and her dfiughter. Certain letters 
were afterward produced as written by Mifs Gun- 
jjing, in which ftie declared her averfion to the 
Marquis and avowed an invincible attachment to 

P 3 Lord 
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Lord Lorn. Thefe letters were firft fent to General 
Gunning by Mrs, Bowen, a coufin of the young 
lady : and to thefe letters was it owing, that, the 
fafluonable world were for a long time involved in 
a ridiculous family difpute, the prints of the day 
filled with paragraphs and letters on the fubjeftt 
and a folenm appeal made to the public. So con- 
vinced was the General of the feeming impropriety 
of his daughter's condudt, that he forbad both 
Mrs, and Mifs Gunning his houfe* In confequence 
of this, Mrs. G. publifhed, in 179 1, " A Letter 
to his Grace the Duke of Argyle/' in wliich Ihe 
ftrongly reprobates his conduft, vindicates her 
daughter's iniK)cence, and aflerts that the letters 
were an infamous forgery fabricated by Captain and 
Mrs, Bowen, whofe charafters (he attacks with the 
gre^teft virulence. Many fooliih and fimple anec- 
dotes deform this letter, and it abounds infinitely 
more in inve<5live than argument.

of the revenues, his mode of adihiniftering juftice; 
and his police for the government of the country 
were fo approved as to be ftill obferved with very 
little variation. Mr. Haftings* niunificent patro- 
nage of learning and fcience, during his refi^ 
dence in India, entitle him to be called the M^i- 
ceiias of the Eaft. His own literary talents are con- 
fiderable. He has pubhfhed a Narrative of the 
Tranfaftions in the Benares ; feveral Letters ♦ on 
different occafions to the Direftors of the Eaft 
India Company: a Review of the State of Bcft* 
gal during the three laft Months of his Refi- 
dence : and Memoirs relative to the State of India. 
Some elegant Fugitive Poetry of his, has alfo.oc- 
cafionally reached the public eye. Though not 
very voluminous himfelf he has, by the length of 
his remarkable Trial, been the occafion of more 
Vol. I. Q pubU- 
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publications than, perhaps, any man upon record. 
His impeachment by Mr. Burke in the name of 
the Commons of Great Britain, of high Crimes 
and Mifdemeanors during his Adminiftration, took 
place in 1786 : and he was honourably acquitted j 
but not till 1795 ! Such waslhe return which Mr. 
Hafting? experienced from his countrymea. in his 
old age, after befriending with unprecedented fuc- 
ffefs their concerns iii a diftant country :- after dif- 
playing a fortitude and judgement of moft decit 
five and unequivocal benefit ! The greateft politi- 
cal abilities of the day were proftituted in his de^ 
traftion: the chdiceft floweFs of the fublimeft elo- 
quence were. feattered with profufion to obfcure 
his merits : a, moft eonfpicuous tribunal of the Bri- 
tifh Natipu became a fcene of Malignity and Falfe 
Accufation. Yet, wonderful to relate ! when the juft 
fentence of his honourable exculpation was paflec) 
hei was folicited again to vifit the fcenes of his 
TOisfortunes : again in. the decrepitude of age to 
brave the terrors of impeachment. But thanks ta 
the Dignity with which he rejefted the propofat. 
.Withdrawn from the bufy fcenes of aftive life, he 
enjoys in a peaceful retirement . that philofophic 
tranquility to which his former cares and exertion^ 
.moft richly, entitle him ; and which will, it is to be 
hoped, becalm the evening of his tortured life^

Of Eartham near Chichefter, a very diftinguiihed 
and amiable charafter in the republic of letters^ He. 
was educated at Eton Schoool and Trinity Hall, 
Cambridge. His firft publication was " A Poetical 
Epiftle to an eminent Pointer" (Mr. Romney), which 
appeared in 1778. The fubfequent produftions of his 
Mufe, as, " The Triiunphs of Temper," " Effays on 

Hiftoiy,'' 
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Hiftory," and " Epic Poetry,'* &c. are well kaowji 
and were publifhed colle£tively, together with his 
plays, in 17851 in fix crown oftavo volumes. None 
of his plays had appeared upon the &Bge previouis 
to their publication, but fince that time the Con- 
noiffeurs, a comedy, and Lord Ruflel, a tragedy, 
have been reprefenjed at Mr. Colman's theatre. 
Since that time he has publifhed ** A Philofophi- 
cal, Hiftorical, and Moral Effay on Old Maids," 
in three volumes, oftavo, a very entertaining worfe, 
which difcovers its author. to be an attentive ob- 
ferver of life^ and to poflefs the talents which con- 
fiitute an elegant moral painter : ^' Didogues coti^ 
taining a comparative View of the Lives, Chaara^^ 
ters, and Writings of Ix)rd Chefterfield and Dx^ 
Johnfon,"an anonymous publication, which we wifti 
had not been attributed to Mr. Hayley's pen, as 
it is far from adding a new laurel to hit brow : and

from Queen Mary to King William, during his 
Campaign in Ireland, 1690." To a magnificent Edi- 
tion of Milton's Poetical Works, in folio, by Meffrsi^ 
Boydell, he added a liberal and well-written Life of 
the Author. This elegant and interefting piece of 
biography was afterward republifhed feparately 
with additions, in one volume, quarto. Mr. Hayley 
has alfo publilhed an Elegy on the Death of the 
Hon. Sir William Jones, of confiderable merit,

About two years 
afterward he publifhed a pamphlet, entitfed, " The 
Ufe of Reafon afferted in Matters of Religion,^' m 
anfwer to a Sermon preached before the Univerfitjr 
of Oxford, by Dr. Thomas Patten. He has alfo pub- 
liftied, a Sermon preached at Leicefter Affizes ; Re- 
marks on- the Sermons of Dr. Thomas Patten ; 9 
Concio ad Clerum ; two Sermons upon the Being of 
God ; a fmall coUeftion of Effays and Anecdotes, 
entitled. ^* Sylva, or the Wood ;" a quarto volume, 
entitled, " Irenicum," and the Life of Dr. Jortrn, 
prefixed to his Sermons.

Thefe tales had been tranll'ated 
from the original Arabic into French, and were, on 
the prefent occafion, tranflated from the French 
into Englifli. In the fame year he alfo publiihed a 
Tranflation of Niebuhr's Travels through Arabia 
iand other Countries in the Eaft,. ia two ofitavo vo» 
lumes. In the year following he j^blifhed,^ " Ob- 
servations made in a Journey through the Weftern 
Coimties of Scotland," in two volumes^ ^oflavo ^ 
and Propofals for a general Hiftory of Scotland, to 
be comprized in three oftavo volumes. Of this 
Hiftory the firft volume made itsi appearance in the 
following year, and, though not a firft-rate perform- 
ance, was* not unfavourably fpoken ©f.'

By hU 
indefatigable exertions, he has extended the boun- 
daries and confirmed the principles of that npble 
fcience. Among his valuable difcoveries is that of 
a feventh Planet in our folar fyftem, whofe Qrbit is 
external to that of Saturn, and which is diftihguiihed 
by the name of Georgium Sidus. His grand forty-fectt 
Reflefting Telefcope is the nobleft monument of 
philofophical zeal and of princely munificence that 
the world can boaft ; and difplays the refult qf a 
judgment, an ingenuity, and a fertility in refqurce, 
not lefs eminent than his philofophical ardour. It 
was completed on the zSth of Auguft, 1789, ana 
a very ample account of it may be feen. in the fe- 
cond part of the Philofophical Tranfaftions for 
1795. The patronage which his prefent Majeftjr 
has afforded Dr. Herfchel is highly honourable to 
his difcernment and munificence, and will be ?in 
additional ornament to his name in the page of 
hiftory. The Doftor's publications have been con- 
fined to occafipnal Papers in the Philofophical 
Tranfaftions. He has a Sifter whofe aftronomical 
abilities and knowledge are. alfo.o£ confiderable 
diltiiiftion. , .

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HEWLETT, REV. JOHN, 

Formerly of Magdalen College, Cambridge i 
and Lefturer of St. Vedaft's, Poller Lane, London. 
This gentlenvm is the author of two volumes of 
Sermons which do the higheft honour to his abili- 
ties, and which have been received with very con- 
fiderable applaufe. The firft volume was publiihed 
in 1786, and the fecond was added in 1 791. They 
place the genius, learning, and piety of the author ' 
in the moft refpeftable point of view, and are to 
be confidered as fome of the choiceft produc- 
tions of their kind in our language.

member, obtained, in the year 1763, the Seato* 
nian Prize for a Poetical E^^fey on Redemption* 
He has alfo printed four fingle Sermons, preached 
fome years ago before the Univerfity.; a Fail Ser- 
mon at Whitehall ^ and *^ Thoughts on the AtharJ 
nafian Creed," in a fingle Sermon preached at Sto4' 
ney Stratford, on the izth of April, 1790, at the 
vifitation of the Archdeacon of Bucks, which was 
reviewed in an oftavo pamphleti by an impudent 
anonymous writer. Since his refignation of the Nor# 
rifiai) Profeflbrfhip, Dr. Hey has publifhed his The- 
ological Leftures, delivered in that capacity.

Hodfon preached his p^robationary Sermon he was 
accufed of having plagiarifed from the Sermons of 
Dr. Ogden. Of this charge he publifhed a pre^ 
tended Refutation ; but a Pamphlet publiftied in 
Anfwer to him, with ^hou flialt not fieal for its mot- 
to, too clearly convi£ted him of the trefpafs. Since 
this time Mr. Hodfon is become a preacher of con- 
fiderable popularity, and has fucceeded in attrad- 
ing to his pulpit crowds of thofe fliallow hearers of 
the word, which fo abound in the Metropolis and 
its precinfts, who gladly exchange that comfortable 
DoSrine and found Expofitio» of their Creed, fo 
fuitable to the dignified character of a difciple of 
Chrift, for the grimace, inanity, and negle6l of 
their Maker's Glory in the miftaken purfuit of 
their own, -which are fometimes feen fo highly to 
deform it. He has publiflied feveral fingle Ser- 
mons, preached upon particular occafions ; a vo- 
lume of Sermons, publifhed in 1792, on the prefent 
State of Religion in this Country, and on other 
lubje£ls, preached during Lent and dedicated to

HOLCROFT, THOMAS. 

An inftance of the power of genius and abi-^ 
lity to raife their poffeffor from the lowlieft ftation in 
life, ( for to fuch an one he was bom ), to a certain 
degree of celebrity and eftimation. The firft ftep 
in Mr. Holcroft's career was that of commencing 
Comedian. He was for fome time Prompter to a 
Theatre in Dublin, and engaged in many ilroUing 
companies. He appeared for fome fucceffive fear

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fons at Drury Lane Theatre, \vlthout, however, 
attrafiling the notice of the pubKc as an A£lor ; 
and he filially quitted the Stage in 1782. Ill 
the department of Authorfhip he has taken va- 
rious walks. Poetry, the Drama, Novel-writing, 
Philofophy, and Politics have feVerally employed 
his pen. To excel in all thefe fubjefts was cer- 
tamly beyond the reach of his Abilities, and had 
his prudence withheld him from 'meddling with 
politics, and his enterprizing fpirit fublfided efe it 
led him to the propagaticm of opinions of a ten- 
dency, pernicious to the caufes of religion and mo^ 
rality, he had, at this day, borne a fairer fame in 
the republic of letters. Mr. Holcroft's firft pub- 
lication was a pamphlet, confifting of two Elegies, 
toe on the Death of Mr. Foote, the other on Age ; 
this appeared in the year 1777, while he belonged 
to Drury Lane Tlieatre. In 1781, he produced at 
Covent Garden Theatre, the Comedy of Duplicity, 
which was cenfured at its firft appearance, as 
being evidently the Play of a Player: In 1783, 
Mr. Holcroft publifhed a ftrange farrago, in tW6 
voitimes, o£lavo,- entitled, " The Family Pifture ; 
or, Domeftic Dialogues. on Amiable and Interefting 
Subjects ;" and alfo, " Human Happinefs ; or, the 
Sceptic," a poem, written in imitation of Prior'sr 
Alma, and but an indifferent performance. Since 
this time he has written for the ftage, the Noble 
Peafent, a comic opera ; the Follies of a Day, a 
comedy, from the French of Beaumarchais, whick 

was 
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was favourably received ; the Choleric Fathers, 4i 
comic opera ; Sedu£lion> a comedy ; the Schodl 
'for Arrogance, a comedy^ 6ti the plan of Le Gld- 
rieux ; the Road to Ruin, ^ comedy ; Love's Frail- 
ties, a comedy ; the Deferted Daughter, a comedy^ 
and the Man of Ten Thoufand, a comedy. Of 
thefe pieces feveral poffefs but flender claims to 
merit ; the Road to Ruin, which appeared in 1792, 
and had a very confiderable run, is confeffedly tht 
moft approved. In this piece Mr. Holcroft has 
taken pains to confult the prevailing taifte cff 
the times, and, though we cannot bring Wrjr 
complimentary teftimony to that tafte, we ihuft 
allow him (with this confideration ) much credit fbt 
his performance. Without the affiftance however 
of Mr. Lewis or fome fuch confumriiate Gold* 
finch, this piece had made but a forry appearance; 
We come next to confider Mr. Holcroft as a 
Tranflator, in which line he has experienced confi* 
derable fuccefs, and has the merit of much labo^. 
rious induftry, fufficient fidelity, and a certain de** 
gree of elegance. In 1786, he publiflied, " Caro- 
line of Litchfield,'* from the French, in three duo^ 
decimo volumes ; in 1788, the Life of Baron Fre- 
derick Trenck, from the German, in three duode- 
cimo volumes ; in 1789, the Pofthumous Worics of 
Frederick II. King of Pruffia, from the French, in 
thirteen o£lavo volumes; in 1792, Lavater's Eflays 
on Phifiognomy, from the German, in three large 
odavo volumes 3 and, in 1796, Frederic Leopold

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Count Stolberg's Travels though Germany, Swita^- 
erland, Italy, and Sicily, from the German, in two 
volumes, quarto* The Traniiations of Obfonville's 
Eflays, Tales of the Caftlej and Madame Genlis* 
5acred Dramas, have alfo been attributed to his pen. 
Mr. Holcroft has moreover attrafted notice as a 
Novel-writer. In 1786, he publiftied, "An Amorous 
Tale of the Chafte Loves of Peter the Long, and 
of his moft honoured Dame Blanche Bazu, his 
Feal Friend Blaize Bazu, and the Hiftory of the 
Lover's Well," imitated from the French^ and fup* 
pofed to be written about the fifteenth century, in 
one duodecimo volume, which is but an indiflferent 
performance; in 1792, he produced a Novel, in 
feven duodecimo volumes, entitled, " Ann^ St. 
Jves/' which, though it poffefs fome claims to 
merit, has not been generally placed in the jirfi 
clafs of compofitions of that defcription; in 1794, 
the three firft volumes of his moft celebrated Novel, 
entitled, " The Adventures of Hugh Trevor,'* 
made their appearance ; and, in 1797, the remain- 
ing three volumes.

The retleftions of Mr. Holcroft, and his known 
principles made him an objeft of fufpicion to Go* 
vemment, at a late memorable and dangerous cri- 
fis. lie was committed to the Tower, with Hardy, 
Hon e Tooke, • helwail, and otheis, but liberated 
without und rgoing a Trial. In 1795, he pub- 
Jilhed a Narrative of his Cafe, &c. and an illiberal 
" Letter to the Rt. hon. Wm. V\ indham, on the

A Comedian of confiderable reputation at Co- 
yent Garden Theatre, efpecially in the walks of 
tragedy. He is defcended from a very refpeflabl^ 
family, and received a very liberal education at 
Soho School and Queen's College, Oxfprd, He 
was in his time a diftinguiflied perfornier at th^ 
annual theatrical reprefentations which were for^ 
njerly exhibted at that School, and at thefe he 
firft imbibed a predileflion for the ftage. His firft 
appearance in public, was in the chara£ler of Ro* 
nieo at Covent Garden Tlieatre, in the year 1784, 
after which time he was permitted to take his de-» 
gree at Oxford.

Yorkftiire. His Lordftiip was long the intimate 
friend of the late celebrated Mr. Gibbon. When 
Col. Holroyd> he was Candidate for the City of Co- 
ventry, in oppofition to Thomas Rogers, Efq. and, 
after one of the moft riotous and ftrenuoufly con- 
tefted eleftions upon record, proved fuccefsful. 
His Lordlhip has been a ftrong and zealous fup- 
port of the prefent Miniftry, and is a moft expe- 
rienced and able military officer.

He publifhed, in 
1758, an authentic Narrative of the Deaths of the 
Englifli Gentlemen at Calcutta : and has written, 
fince that time, feveral trafts upon India Affairs, 
particularly a Work, in three parts, entitled," Events 
relative to Bengal and Indoftan ;" " The Manner 
of Inoculating for the Small Pox in the Eaft In- 
dies ;" •* A new Experiment for the Prevention of

ward, on the commendation of the celebrated Da- 
vid Hume, upon the Englifh ftage.* This tra- 
gedy, a performance of confiderable excellence, 
and at lead equal to any thing in that fpecies. of 
poetry, which has appeared fince the days of Rowe, 
was not more diftinguifhed by the univerfaJ and 
uncommon applaufe which it received in its native 
country, than by the illiberal perfecution it excited 
againft its author in the Prefbytery of Scotland. 
Repudiated and cut off from his preferments, he ex-^ 
perienced the protection and favoux of the Earl of

Alonzo ; but they are all inferior to his firft perfor- 
mance. . 



HOME, EVERARD, ESQ. F.R.S. 

Of Leicefter Square, London. This gentleman, 
the brother in law of rhe late celebrated John 
Hunter, publilhed, in 1788, " A Differtation on 
the Properties of Pus," which gained the prize 
medal, given by the Lyceum Medicum Londinehfe 
for that year. This, at the time of its appearance, 
was thought a very queftionable performance, con- 
fidering the honour which had been conferred on 
it, and was feverely handled by fome of the critics 
of the day. In 1794, he prefixed a (hort Account 
of the Life of John Hunter to his quarto Treatife 
on the Blood, Inflammation, and Gun-fhot Wounds. 
And, in the year following, he publilhed fome ju- 
dicious and approved " Praftical Obfervations on 
the Treatment of Strictures in the Urethra," in an 
octavo pamphlet, in which he brings the mod de- 
cifive evidence, in favour of the prafilice propofed 
by the celebrated Genius, his relation.

This gentleman, who has acquired fo great ce- 
lebrity by his elegant and faithful Tranflations from 
the Italian, w as, for nearly forty two years, in the 
fervice of the Eaft India Company. He became 
enamoured of Ariofto, when a boy, from reading 
Sir John Harrington's old tranflation. HisTranfla- 
tion of Taffo's " Jerufalem delivered" was firft pub- 
lifhed in the year 1 763, in two volumes, oftavo; and, 
in 1767, he publiftied " The Works of Metaffatio, 
tranflated from the Italian," in two volumes, duo- 
decimo. In 1773, he publifh^d the firft volume of 
^^ Orlando Furiofo," tranflated from the Italian of 
J^udovico Ariofto, and after a ten years intermiflion, 
and exciting a general apprehenfion, that, other en-.

Lord Bifhop of Rochefter, Dean of Weftminfter 
and Dean of the Order of the Bath ; late Bifhop 
of St. David's and formerly Archdeacon of St. Al- 
bans. His Lordftiip was the principal leader in 

the 
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the conteft in 1783 with Sir Jofeph Banks, refpcft-' 
ing his condud: as Prefident of the Royal Society, 
and delivered feveral eloquent fpeeches upon that 
bccafion. He attrafted, about the fame time, very 
confiderable Notice by his celebrated controverfy 
with Dr. Prieftly. The learning and abilities wliich 
he difplayed in this important conteft, the able 
and dexterous manner in which he expofed the 
fallacy of Dr. Prieftly's tenets and turned even his 
own polemic weapons againft him, the unanfwer- 
able arguments which, with uncommon care and 
diligence, he fele£ted in defence of the moft effen* 
tial truths of Chriftianity, and finally, the complete 
and decifive vi£lory which he gained over that^ 
champion of Materialifm and Philofophical Ne- 
ceffity, gained him the refpeft and admiration of 
every friend tp Chriftianity. ITie controverfy was 
opened by a Charge delivered to the Clergy of the 
diftrift of St, Albans and was followed up by Dn • 
Horfley in two pamphlets, in Rejoinder to the Ob- 
jedlions of Dr. Prieftly. His Lordftiip was at that 
time Archdeacon of St. Albans, and Lord Chajv 
ccllor Thurlow obtained for him the vacant See 
of St. David's. In his Epifcopal Chara£ter he has, 
in great meafure, anfwered the high expeftations 
of eminent ufefulnefs, which his elevation to the 
mitre fo generally excited. His firft Charge to the 
Clergy of the Diocefe of St. David's, delivered in 
1790, was greatly admired; and we will venture 
to affirm that his fubfequent promotion to the Bi-. 

fhoprick 
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(hoprick of Rochefter has proved confiderably be* 
neficial to the country at large, in times when its 
Religion, its Government and even its Morality- 
are (o manifeftiy in need of fupport. His Lord- 
ftiip has been "txpofed to a confiderable (hare of 
vulgar and illiberal abufe on account of his op- 
polition to the turbulence of democratic Rage. 
Some intemperate and unadvifed fpeeches, how- 
ever, which he made in the Houfe of Peers, during 
the difcuflion of Lord Grenville's Bill .&c. were 
moft feverely and defervedly reprimanded, and oc- 
cafioned for a time a popular clamour againft him. 
Yet the fteady Uniformity, confiftency and deci- 
fion of his conduft have been of confiderable util- 
ity to Government and have procured him the 
good will of many a friend to order, decency, 
virtue and religion- Of his Lordflup's publica^ 
tions, the moft confpicuous in Uze, is, an Edition of 
the Works of Sir Ifaac Newton, in five quarto vo^ 
Jumes, the firft of vd^.ich appeared in 1779. That 
his Lordlhip is a very refpettable Mathematican 
we are willing to allow, yet wc cannot but regret, 
for the honour of our country, that, an immortal 
wo^k like Newton's, fliouid have been edited in a 
manner which feems calculated to impede the pro^ 
grefs of Science among U3, by a two fold mean j 
firft, by the Hinder alliftance which the Do£tor'$ 
coHimentary can poflibly afford the learner, fe-* 
condly by the extravagant price at which a Work 
fo unneceffarioufly fumptuos muft be fold.

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it is an elegant monument of our typographical 
perfeftion, we will freely allow, but who that has 
confulted the edition of the Principia by the Je- 
fuits fliall hefitate in giving it the preference ? His 
trafts in controverfy with Dr. Prieftly were re- 
publifhed with confiderable additions, in an oftavo 
Volume, in 1789. Tlie reft of his publications are 
various fingle Sermons, delivered principally oil 
public occafions ; and his " Charges " to his 
Clergy, the laft of which, to thofe of the Diocefe of 
Rochefter, contains the moft falutary advice to the 
clergy in general. A pamphlet entitled " An Apo- 
logy for the Liturgy and Clergy of the Church of 
England," publilhed in the beginning of the year 
1 790, and which is marked with confiderable viru- 
lence agairift fome refpectable members of the com- 
munity, was by many afcribed, from certain internal 
evidences, to this prelatical Hercules. It was an- 
fwered with great feverity by Mr Gilbert Wake- 
field ; and perhaps it is to be juftly regreted in the 
cafe of his Lordfliip, that the native vigour of his 
faculties, his diftinguifhing (hare of learning, his 
elegant and nervous ftyle, and his ingenuity of in- 
vention, fhould have been fometimes diflocated by a 
domineering fpirit, occafionaly difplaying itfelf in 
his writings.

His Lordfliip, in his earlier days, wrote many FugH 
tive Pieces of Poetry of confiderable merit, which 
are to be found in the " Afylum for Fugitive Pie- 
ces/' He publiftied, in 1773, four Poems, in a. 
quarto pamphlet, viz. I. Ode written upon the,. 
Death of Mr. Gray ; II. for the Monument of a 
favourite Spaniel ; III. another Infcription for the 
fame ; IV. Tranflation from Dante, Caiito xxxiii. 
The firftof thefe pieces, in particular, pofleffes confi- 
derable merit. In 1 783, his Lordftiip printed (only for

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Tt^hich began about the yeaj 1781, and lafted feve* 
ral years, and in which he difplayed much accuracy, 
judgement, and knowledge. He publiftied feveral 
tra£is on this fubjeft and occafion^ and has alfo 
publiflied, a Sermon on Confirmation, and an Exa- 
mination of Mr. Pitt's Speech in the Houfe of 
Commons, February the 12th, 1796, relative to 
the Condition of the Poor.

Late of Covent Garden Theatre. This Veteran 
Comedian is the fon of an Apothecary, who lived 
in the Strand. He was educated at the Charter-* 
houfe with a view to the Church, but afterward 
embraced his father's Profeflion, which he was 
obliged to relinquifh after an unfuccefsful trial* 
He now took to the. Stage, and appeared firft at the 
Theatre in Smock Alley, Dublin, and then at the 
Theatre, Bath ; of which latter, he afterward Con- 
duced the management for Mr. John Palmer. His? 
removed to Covent Garden Theatre, in 1759 ; and 
upon the late Mr. Colman's refignation of the ma- 
nagement , he condufted it, for eight years, with 
confiderable credit. The theatrical Fund eftabliflied 
at that Theatre, in 1765, and confirmed hf aft of 
Parliament in 1776, owes its origin folely to his ex- 
ertions. As a Writer, Mr^ Hull is perhaps more 
refpeftable than as an aftor. His earlieft printed pr6i»' 
duftion was Pharnaces, an opera, altered from the 
Italian; which appeared in 1765. He has fince 
pubhflied the Spanilh Lady, a mufical entertain*^ 
mcnt ; the Perplexities, a comedy ; the Fairy Fa**- 
vour, a mafque ; the Royd Merchant, an opera j 
the Prodigal Son, an oratorio ; Henry II. or the 
Fall of Rofamond, a tragedy ; and Edward and 
Eleonora, a tragedy, altered from Thomfon.

This gentleman is an 
American Refugee, and was a Clergyman of the^ 
eftablifliment, but of late he has mmgled with fome 
of the Seftaries- He publiftied, in 1778, a Sermon 
preached before the Affociation of Antigallicans* 
Since that time he has publiihed a Sermon on Taxes j 
" Rights of Englilhmen," a pamphlet againft

Of Lincoln's Inn. This gentleman publiflied^ 
in 1793, a new and excellent Edition of Lord 
Chief Baron Gilbert's " Law and Praaice of Di* 
ftreffes and Replevin ;" in the year following a ufe- 
ful " CoHeftion of Cafes on the Annuity AO,*'. m 
an o£lavo volume, which was favourably received, 
and has feen a fecond edition.

HUNTER, REV. HENRY, t).D. 

A Clergyman of fome eminence of the Church 
of Scotland, and Minifter of the Scots Church at 
London. Wall. He has publiflied ieveral fingle Ser- 
mons, preached on particular occafions, the firft of 
which was printed, in 1774. Since that time he 
has publiflied, " Sacred Biography ;" or, the Hit* 
tpry of the Patriarchs. from Abraham to Ifaac, with 
a Sequel, containing the Hiftory of Deborah, Ruth, 
ajid Hannah ; a Courfe of Leftures delivered at 
the above Church, in fix volumes, odavo, the two 
firft of which appeared in 1784, and the laft in

HUNTINGFORD, REV. GEORGE 
ISAAC, D.D. 

Warden of St. Mary's College, near Winchef* 
ter, formerly fellow of New College, Oxford, and 
^ gentleman diftinguiflied for his claffical know- 
ledge, particularly in the Greek Language. He 
publifhed, in lySzyBn'' Introduftion to the Wri- 
ting of Greek/' in two parts> a moft ufefiil work, 
after the manner of Clarke's Introdufition to Latin^ 
defigned chiefly for Winchefter College. It has 
been very favourably received and deferves the 
higheft commendation on account of its tendency 
to preferve Grecian Literature, and confequently 
to befriend the caufcs of tafte, freedom, virtue and 
religion. In the fame year Dr. Huntingford pub- 
lifhed 
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lilhed METPIKA TINA MONOZTPO^IKA a coUeftion 
of Greek Poetry, in which he attempted to copy 
the eafe of Anacreon, the golden (implicity of the 
ancient epigram, and the energy and variety of 
metre of the choral ode. The excellent critique 
uppn this performance, given in the Monthly Re- 
viev^, and wrttteji by Dr. Burney, jun. has already 
been noticed, under the name of that gentleman. 
In 1784, Dr. Huntingford publifhed ^ An Apo- 
logy for the Monoftrophics which were publiflied in 
1782, with a fecond Collection of Monoftrophics," 
in an oftavo volume, written with the utmoft tem- 
per and unafFe£led moderation, and wiiich. was 
configned to the fame fiery ordeal. When the 
number of the verfes, the variety of their fubjefits, 
and the uncommon difficulty and labour, neceffarily 
attending on fuch compofitions, are confidered, it 
muft be acTcnowledged that no Greek Poems of mo- 
dern times are worthy of more admiration, or enti- 
tled to a higher degree of praife for their tafte and 
ingenuky. Since this time. Dr. Huntingford has 
publiflied a fingle Sermon preached before the Hon. 
Houfe of Commons, in 1793 ; a volume, confifting, 
of " Twelve Difcourfes on different Subjefts/' 
which appeared in 1795 5 and a fingle Sermon, 
preached in March, 1797, before the corps of 
Hampfliire Fafley Volunteers, at the Church of St, 
Thonias, Winchefter.

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HUNTINGTON, REV. WILLIAM, S.S. 

Minifter of the Gofpel at Providence ChapeJ, 
Little Titchfield Street, and at Monkwell Stree;t 
Meeting, lie is a Methodift Preacher notorious 
for his impudence. He has publifhed a farrago of 
vulgarity and nonfenfe, which he has impofed on 
the pubhc under various titles. His " B^nk of 
Faith" has attracted fome notice from the prophane 
and blafphempus language w^ith w^hich it abounds. 
To his own pifture, prefixed to one of his pam- 
phlets, is this curious fubfcription, ** The Root of 
the Matter is found in me ! ! !" 



HURD, REV. RICHARD, D.D. 

Lord Bifhop of Worcefter, and Clerk of the; 
Clofet to hi§ Majefty. This learned, ingenious, and^ 
venerable Prelate, was originally fettled in his pro- 
feffion, in a very retired iituation at Thurcaftoh in 
the County of Leicefter ; and in a Dedication of 
his ^' Ars Poetica, &c. of Horace," to Bifhop War- 
burton, he expreffes, in the warmeft terms, his at- 
tachment to an obfcure ftation. He was lopg.the inr 
timate friend of that celebrated prelate, who, hav- 
ing perceived his rifing talents, became his kind and 
generous patron. In this charafter Dr. Warburton 

was 
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was performing not his lead fervice to the learned 
and religious world. And the elegant compliments 
paid by Dr. Hurd to the Bifhop of Glouceller, in the 
above Dedication, appear from the circumftange of 
his then obfcur^ fituation to have been an unbought 
acknowledgement of the high eftimation in which 
he held his talents. Who then ftiall be furprifed 
{ notwithftanding Dr. Pjarr's Attack npon the Bi* 
fliop of Worcefter) that after the generous patronage 
of that difti^guifhed Prelate, Dr. Hurd fhould be- 
cgnie his avowed Chan^pion, and fhould have taken 
every opportunity of paying a tribute of gratitude to 
his memory ? As a writer his Lordfhip is certainly 
.one of the mod claffical and elegant of the age. 
His edition of Horace's EpiftoU ad Pifqn^s et 4uguf^ 
turn, with an Engljih Commentary and Notes, was 
^rft publilhed in two oftavo volumes, in 1753; 
fpur years previous to which the Epiftle to the Pi- 
fos had appeared by itfelf. This work has fince 
been frequently reprinted in three fmall oftavo vo* 
lumesj and is one of the moft mafterly pieces of 
Criticifm in our language. The fine tafte, philofo* 
phic fpirit, and folid judgement, which it every 
wlicre difplays, render it fmgularly delightful to 
the clallical reader. Dr. Hurd's " Moral and Poli^ 
tjcal Dialogues ; with Letters on Chivalry and 
Romance,-' were firft publiflied fog^th^ry in three 
fmall oftavo volumes, in the year 1.765, after hav-* 
ing each appeared feparately and anonymoufly. 
Thefc volumes are tqo highly cfteemed and too well 

T 4 known. 
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Tcnown, to require a panegyric from us. A pam- 
phlet publifhed about this time by !>. Hurd in re- 
ply to Mr. Hume's Effay on the Natural Hiftory of 
Religion^ has been branded by that authoTj (in this 
cafe too much a party concerned, to be free ^from 
party zeal, ) as <^ written with all the illiberal pe* 
tulance, arrogance, and fcurrility, which diftinguiih 
the Warburtonian School.*' Upon being chofen 
Preacher at Lincoln's Inn Chapel, his Lordfhip de- 
livered, in that capacity, the firft feries of Sennoni 
that were preached at the Leflure, inftituted by 
his friend Bifhop Warburton, for the iUuftratian of 
the Prophecies, and exhibited a model truly if^orthy 
of the imitation of his fucceffors. His twelve Dif^ 
courfes on this occafion were publifhed in an oc* 
tavo volume, in 1772, as was alfo his edition of 
<* Sele£t Works of Mr. Abraham Cowley," wiA a 
Preface and Notes, in two fmall oftavo volumes. 
■ The Difcourfes have been attacked, with no Ooiall 
degree of virulence, by Mr, Evanfon, formerly vV 
car of T^wkeibury and author of the Diflbnance of 
the Gofpels. About this time his Lordihip enjo7e4 
the particular patronage of Earl Mansfield, aind fuo 
ceffively Joecame Preceptor to the Prince of Wales, 
Bifliop of Litchfield and Coventry, and Biihop of 
Worcefter, In 1776, Dr. Hurd puhl^ilhed a vo» 
lume of Sermons, preached at Lincoln's Inn be* 
tween the years 1 765 and 1776, to which lie added 
two more volumes, in the year 1781. Thcfo Di& 
CQUrfes were prepared for the ufe of the Societ]?, c£ 

UncoIi^'K 
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Lincoln's Inn, and delivered in their Chapel, while 
Dr. Hard was their preacher. Upon his refignatioa 
of that office, in 1776, the Mailers of the Bench re- 
quefted him to publifli them ; by complying with 
which, he has put the World at large under obli* 
gation to him. Thefe and fome occafional iingle 
Sermons, conftitute the lift, { except one Effay to 
be noticed iiereafter ) of his Lordfhip's earlier pub- 
lications. In J 783, he had the honour of declining 
the dignity of the Archbifhoprick of Canterbury, 
vacated by the Death of Dr. Cornwallis, In 1788, 
his Lordfliip publiflied an edition of " The Works 
of the Right Rev. William Warburton, Lord Bi- 
fliop of Gloucefter," in feven quarto volumes, as 
well as an oftavo fupplemental volume of Bifhop 
Warburton's Works, or, a Colle£tion of all the New 
Pieces contained in the quarto Edition. In an Ad- 
vertifement prefixed to the former of thefe Works, 
the reader was informed that a Difcourfe, contain- 
ing fome Account of the Life, Writings, and Cha* 
rafter of that celebrated Prelate, had been pre- 
pared, but would not appear till hereafter, for rea- 
fons then to be explained ; but on its appearance 
the purchafcr would be entitled to a copy. Thi$ 
. conduft and the circumftance of printing only two 
hundred and fifty copies of fo fumptuous an edition 
of the Works of his learned friend, appeared myft 
terious to moft people, and caufed his Lordfliip to 
be arraigned on the fcore of intellettual cowardice; 
^s having fupprtffed a Life of his original Patron, 

tax 
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an account of its containing fonie free things of 
living charaSers. Jn 1794, he publiftied " A Dif- 
(courfe, by way of Qeneral Preface to the quiarto 
Edition of Bifhop Warburton's Works ; containing 
fame Account of the Life, Writings, and Chara£ler 
of the Author," in a quarto pamphlet, which was 
wvcr Jbld. It is well and intereftingly written, 
but on account of his not giving ( according to 
promife ) any reafon for its fingular procraftination^ 
ids well as on other accounts, the imputation, before 
mentioned, has not been entirely done stway. His 
Lordftiip early in life exhibited a blameable degree 
of cxmformity to thi$ intelleftual defpot, in an Eflay 
on the Delicacy of Friendfttip, intended to arraigq 
the conduft oi the late Dr. Jortin, who had been 
guilty of fome degree of Rebellion againft his litefary 
Chief. Thiis pamphlet, he afterward took much 
pains to buy up and fupprefs. His Lordfliip's 
Strifture^ on Archbifhop Sleeker and Bifhop Lowth, 
gave occafion to a very w^U-written J^etter from ^ 
Member of the Ufiiverfity of Oxford. 



liURDIS, REV. JAMES, ^.T>, 

Late Profeffor of Poetry in the UniverQty of 
Oxford, and^ Fellow of Magdalen College. Agen^ 
tleman, who, befide the above appointment, ha^ 
put the public ip pofleflion of many proofs that 
his poetical talents are of cpnfiderable idiftinftion. 

His 
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His firft publication was " The Village Curate," a 
poem, diftinguilhed by an elegant fimplipity of moft 
peculiar ch^m, whiph appeared anonyipoufly iq 
1788, and was favourably received. He has fince 
that time written feveral other poetical pieces, 
often inferior to his firft production, though gene- 
rally difplaying correft tafte and fuperior genius',} 
which are to be found in his volume of " Poems,** 
jn fmail oftavo. He is alfo author of Sir Thomas 
More, a tj-agedy, written in the genuine fpirit ©f 
poetry, in i 790, while he was Curate of Burwafh, 
in Effex, he publifhed ?* A fliort critical Diflerta- 
tion on the true Meaning of the Word D^JI^Jn 
found in Genefis." Since that time, he has alf6 
publithed, " Seleft Critical Remarks upon the En- 
glifh Verfion of the firft ten Chapters of Genefis.*' 
Upon leaving hjs Curacy, he addreffed fome " Rct- 
fle6tions on the Commencement of a new Year,** 
to the Inhabitants of Burwafh ^s a token of refpeft. 
In thefe he feelingly laments the Death of an ami- 
able Sifter, and pays a handfqme and moft refpeft- 
ful Tribute to the Memory of the late learned and 
exemplarily pious Dr. George Home, Biftiop of 
Norwich. Mr. Hurdis has aifo publiftied two Ser- 
mons, and " Curfory Remarks upon the Arrange- 
ment of the Plays of Shakfpeare," the latter of 
which is, perhaps, the leatt happy of his produc- 
tions.

The author of " A View of Northumberland,'* 
in two quarto volumes, which appeared in 1778^ 
^ Tlie Hiftory and Antiquities of the County Pa- 
latine of Durham," in three volumes, quarto, the 
foil of which was publiflied, in 1785, a very var 
luablc work ; and *' The Hiftory of the Coimty of 
Cumberland." of which three parts are now pub* 
Jiflied, and each volume is to confift of two parts. 
The following is an inftance of liberality, fuch as 
jrarely occurs in the Hiftory of Literature, even 
among opulent authors, and which we feel particu* 
far pleafure in relating. The above Hiftory of Dur« 
ham was printed by fubfcription, ^nd it was prOi- 
pofed to have been finifhed in two volumes. But 
when the fecond volume was publiflied, Mr, Hut* 
chinfon's materials had fo greatly increafed fince he^ 
prefented his propofals to the public, that he 
ibund himfelf under the neccflity of adding ,a. 
third volume, which he begged his fubfcribers to d$ 
bim the honour of accepting Gratis 



HUTTON, CHARLES, LL.D. 

Fellow of the Royal Societies of London and 
Edinburgh,, and of the Philofophical Societies of 

Haarlem 
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Haarlem and America 5 tod Pfofeffor of Mathe* 
matics in the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich* 
This gentlefma^'s diftinguiflied abilities have raifed 
him from a very obfcure ftation in life, to which 
he was bom, to that refpeflable eminence in ihq 
world which he now enjoys. He w as one of the 
principal fubjefts of qonteft in the celebrated Difr 
^utes of the Royal Society, between Dn Horfley an^ 
Sir Jofeph Banks, Dr. Hutton was, at that time^ 
correfponding Secretary to that learned Body, from 
which appointment he was removed, at the inflj? 
gation of Sir Jofeph, becaufe his refidence was 
(ome miles diftant from London, He obtained hi« 
prefent appointment at Woolwich, by one of the 
moll honourable diftinftions upon record, and aftef 
a conteft with feveral ,of the ableft Matliematicians 
which this country has produced. After this wcf 
need not add, that his mathematical abilities and 
knowledge are very extenfive. His method of 
operation is, in general, diftinguiftied by a certain 
degree of mafterly neatnefs and elegance, wliich 
are particularly engaging. The Ladies Diary, the 
Gymnafium of fo many of our moft celebrated 
Mathematicians, may boaft of Dr. Hutton among 
its correfpondents. He is^ at prefent, the princi- 
pal conduftor of that Mifcellanji, and publiftied, 
1775, a CoUeftion of all the Ufeful and Entertain- 
ing Parts of it, both Mathematical and Poetical, 
from the beginning of the Work, in 1704, down 
tq the end of the year 1773, under the title of 

" The 
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•• The Diarian Mifcellany," in five duodecimo 
volumes ; adding at the fame time an unifora vo- 
lume of the Literary Gorrefpondence of feveral emi^* 
nent Mathematicians, under the title, *• Mifcella- 
nea Miitheraatica," which is commcttil]^ confidered 
as a fixth volume of the preceeding work. Dr. 
Hutton has fince publiftied. Tables of the Pro- 
dufts and Powers of Numbers, in folio 5 Mathe* 
matical Tables of Logarithms, &c^ in a* large oc- 
tavo volume ; a complete Treatife on Pra^cal 
Arithmetic and Book Keepings for the Ufe of 
Schools; A Key to the preceeding Treatife" j the 
Compendious Meafurer ; a quarto volume of ^ Mb^ 
thematical and Philofophical Trafts 5 a Treatife on 
MenfuratioA both in Theory and Praftice, ib a 
large oftavo volume j Elements of Conic Se3:i(disy 
in one volume, oftavo; and a MathematiciU mtd 
philofophical Dictionary, in two volumes^ quitftO^ 
which was publiftied in 1795, in half volumes^ at 
intervals of three months. The laft of thefe works 
is the moft comprehenfive of the kind in out laiK* 
guage ; but^ though of confiderable utility, doct not 
every where difplay that mafterly execution which 
might have been expefted from the care and at* 
tention of fo diftinguiflied a writer. Indeed the 
comtemplator of literary productions in thefe days^ 
will frequently have caufe to regret the proftitution 
of the beft abilities and deepeft knowledge to the 
empiricifm of book-making ; and we cannot help 

remarking 
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i^marking that the imputation appeard not un- 
plaufible on the prefent occafion* 

HUTTON, WILLIAM, F.A.S.S. 

A native of Derby, and long refident at Bir* 
mingham, where his houfe and property were de-» 
ftroyed in the Riots of that place. He took up 
the pen late in life. His firft publication tv^ ** AlP 
Hiftory of Birmingham, to the End dC tlie»Y43» 
1780," in^n oftavo volume, publiftie4 in 178I; itef 
1786, he publifhed " A Journey from Blriltting-- 
ham to London/* in a duodecimo volume, which> 
gained him no credit 5 and in the year followiftgy* 
" The Court of Requefts : wherein is defcribed its: 
Nature, Utility, and Powers," in an o&mo volume, 
in which he is a ftrenuous advocate for the Courts'; 
In 1788, Mr. Huttort wrote a defcription of** The 
Battle of Bofworth Field," its Confequences, &c/ 
in an oftavo volume, an undertaking to which hi«: 
ftrength was certainly inadequate. He ha^ fince' that 
time written " A Differtation on Juries," in an octavgp^ 
pamphlet ; "The Barbers ; or, the Road to Riches,** 
a moft ridiculous attempt at doggerel, and, after 
appearing a^ the hiftoriographer of the town' of 
his refidencck he performed the fame literary office 
to the town <)f his nativity, by publifliing, in 1791, 
" The Hiftory of Derby," in^an o6tavo volume. 
The fame goffiping manner, feemingly peculiar to 

Mr. 
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Mr. Hutton> is the diftinguifhing feature of both 
his Hiftories. In the latter he laments that he 
was bom at Derby, on account of the hardfhips he 
fuffered in his youth at the Silk Mills, &c. of that 
place ! ! 

HUTTON, JAMES, ESQ. M. D. F, R. S, E- 

This gentleman publiflied> in 1777, a pamphlety 
entitled^ " Confiderations on the Nature, Quality, 
and Difl:in£lions of Coal and Culm." In the firfl: 
volume of the Philofophical Tranfaftions of the

By regular progreflion he rofe through the inferior 
offices (!>f 'tHe" St^te, till in the yeaf 1778, he was 
a^p^iht^d Secretiry at 'War^ His Lordfhip pur- 
xJhafed, of the Uight tfon. Gharlfes James Fox, the 
patent place of Clerk of the Pells in Ireland,, and

He is faid to have contributed to a 
periodical publication, which appeared in Dublin, 
during the adminiftration of Marquis Townfliend, 
entitled, " The Batchelor." He became firft 
known as an author in this country in the dramatic

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fome of his Plots to thofe of Plays of efVablifhed 
character and frequent repetition^ hindered him from 
rifing in it to any confpicuous eminence, biaganza, 
a tragedy, his firft piece, was a£l:ed for a fSw- 
fon with fuccefs at Drury Lane, and printed in 
1775 ; but the Plot was thought to refeinble ** Vo« 
nice preferved'* too nearly, in fome parts. Pre- 
vioufly to its appearance, it had been highly ap- 
plauded by fome of the Literati in LoDdon* and 
fpoken of as the beft Tragedy which^had been 
written fince the days of Shakfpeare. The Law of 
Lombardy, a tragedy, with a fimilar relation to 
*' Much ado about Nothing,** was a£led nne 
nights at Drury Lane Theatre, and then laid afide. 
It was printed in i7f 9. Mr. Jephfon has, fince 
that time, produced, the Count of Narbonne» a 
tragedy, very well received ; the Campaign ; ar« 
Love in the Eaft Indies, an opera $ Julia ; at, the 
Italian Lover, a tragedy ; whofe language and 
fentiments are elevated and often fublime ; Two 
Strings to your Bow, a farce 3 and the Conibificjrh- 
In 1794, Mr. Jephfon publifhed two duodecimo 
volumes, entitled, " The Confeffions of James 
Baptifte Couteau, Citizen of France, written by 
himfelf: and tranflated from the original French." 
This is a fevere Satire of his ov^, upon the de|mN 
vity of the French nation, but at the fame time a 
very reprehenflble performance, on many accounts. 
In the fame year, Mr. Jephfon produced, ** Re* 
man Portraits,'* a poem, in heroic verfe j with !dl^

quarto. The idea of this performance was derived 
from Mr. Hayley's Hiftory of Hiftorians, in verfe } 
and the manner in which he has executed it dit

JERNINGHAM, EDWARD, ESQ. 

This gentleman is defcended from an an- 
cient family in Norfolk, and is brother to Sir 
William Jemingham, i Bart, of Coffey-Hall. He 
received his early education at the Englifh C6llegcr 
at Douay, completed his ftudies at Paris, and re- 
turned to England in 1762. His firft attempt in 
Poetry was an Imitation of Gray's Elegy, in a 
poem called the Nunnery. He fobm afterward 
wrote ** The Magdalens," at the time of the cfta- 
blifliment of the Magdalen Charity, and it is faid 
that that little Elegy was of fervice to the Inftitu- 
tion. Mr. Jemingham was fortunate in an early 
introduftion to Lady Hervey, Mother to the Earl 
of Briftol, on whofe lift of acquintance were 
the names of Chefterfield^ Lyttleton, MeIcombe^ 
Marchmont, Mansfielrf, Bolingbroke, &c. His fub* 
fequent poems; which have met with many ^dmir-« 
^rs, after frequent republication w^re coUefted in 
two oftavo volumes, in 1786 ; a third volume was 
coJIedted and added in 1794. Hq is a favourite 

with 
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with the mournful Mufe^ and it has been obferved 
t}iat an indifcribable fomething pervades his poems, 
which fooths> conciliates, and affeds* Among thefe 
the Elegy, entitled " The Nun" has obtained more 
celebrity than the reft. Several of the lefler ones 
Ijaye been fet to mufic. Mn Jemmgham'$ firft 
dramatic produftion was an hiftorical Interlude, en- 
titled, " Margaret of Anjou," reprefented at Dru- 
ry I^idne in 1777, for the benefit of Mift Younge 
and never printed. In 1794, he publifhed *• The 
Siege of Berwick,'* a tragedy, in four afis, ap per- 
fqrmf4 ^t Cov^nt Garden^ which was thought a^ 
^i)^ifhed performance, and to which he afterward 
^ddecj 9 fifth a£t. In . the year following he pulK 
tibed " The Welch Heirefs,*' a comedy ; and^ in 
5796, " Peace, Ignominy, and Deftru3ion»" %

JERVIS, REV. THOMAS. 

A Diffenting Minifter, late Preceptor to Lord 
Wycombe, and Succeffor to Dr. Kippis. He ha^ 
publiflied feveral fingle Sermons, and aififted m^ 
4:olle6ling a volume of Unitarian Hymns, now. 
lifed among the Prefbyterians.

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IMILAY, GEORGE, ESQ; 

Captain in the American Army during th^ 
War, and Commiflioner for laying out Lands in the 
back Settlements. This gentleman publiflied, ia 
1792, "A Topographical Defcription of the Wef- 
tem Territory" of North America/' in one volume, 
oftavo ;' which »was favourably received, and difco^ 
vers a very- intimate knowledge of the .interior 
parts of North America. It was reprinted three 
years afterward with confiderable additions. He 
has alfo written ^^ The Emigrants," a novel, which 
is a delineation of Englifh Manners drawn from 
real charaftcrs.

This lady is the daughter of a Mr. Simpfim, 
formerly a Farmer near Bury St. Edmunds^ He 
died during the infancy of his child, and (he early 
difcavered a propenfity to the Stage. Her firft 
application, with this view, was to Mr. GrifliAj 
formerly Manager of the Norwich C!ompany 5 wlio 
difiuaded her from engaging herfelf with him> on 
account of an impediment which (he had in her 
fpeech. She, however, afterward performed at 
Edinburgh, and married Mr. Inchbald a fubaltem 
aftor at Drury Lane, with whom fhe a£ted for 
fome lime in England and Scotland. In the year 

1779, (he became a widow, and obtaining an en- 
gagement in the following year at Covent Gardeq» 
flie made her firft appearance on the 3d of Oddber, 

1780, in the charafiter of Bell^is, in Pbilafter. Am 
an Aftrefs, Mrs. Inchbald acquired no very diffioi* 
giiiflied Ihare of public favour ; but by her pen, 
which Ihe l)cgan to handle about this time, Ihc 
has raifed herfelf to a refpe£lable rank in the 1^- 
fcrary world, in the lines of dramatic Compofi* 
tlop, and Novel-writing. Her firft attempt wjw !a 

Farce 
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Farce on the fubje£k of Madan's Thelypthora, 
whkh was rejefted by the Manager of Covent Gar- 
den Theatre. Upon a difagreement with that Ma- 
nager fhe went to Dublin in 1782, but returned the 
next year and continued to aft at Covent Garden and 
the Haymarket Theatres, till fhe quitted the Stage, 
about 1790. Her farce, entitled, " The Mogul 
Tale," on the fubjeft of the then fafhionable Rage 
for Aeroftation, was produced in 1784 at the Hay- 
market, and fo favourably received that Mr. Col- 
man was induced to read her comedy, ^* FU tell 
you what," which (he had offered him, and to ac- 
cept it. It is a flrange mixture of tragedy and 
comedy, but of a tout enfemble not uninterefling, and 
certainly one of her befl produftions. It was 
brought out at the Haymarket, in 1785, and fa- 
vourably received ; as was, in the fame year, at 
Covent Garden, " Appearance is againfl them," a 
farce. " The Widow's Vow," a farce, from the 
French of M. Patrat, was brought out at the Hay- 
maket the year following. In 1787, Mrs. Inch- 
bald again prefented the Theatre with a comedy 
and a farce, the former entitled, " Such Things 
are," introduced the philanthropic Howard on the 
ftage, under the charafter of Hafwell, and had 
a great run at Covent Garden ; the latter, entitled, 
** The Midnight Hour," is a tranflation from the 
French of Dumaniant, and was like wife applauded 
at that Theatre. In the following year fhe pro- 
duced " The Child of Nature," a comedy, which 

was 
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was favourably received ; and Ihe has fince^ fup- 
plied the Stage with " The Married Man/* a co- 
medy ; ** Next Door Neighbours/' a comedy 5 
•* Every One has his Fault," a comedy ; " The 
Wedding Day," a comedy, in two afts ; and 
** Wives as they were and Maids ^s they are," a 
comedy. Upon a general view of thefe, her dra- 
matic Writmgs, it feems juft to remark, that their 
moral tendency has always been excellent, and, 
that in one or two inftances, Mrs. Inchbald has 
rifen confiderably above mediocrity ; but that for 
the moft part there is* a fpeciesof dull, phlegmatic 
infipidity in their conformation, which is apt • to 
confine them too nearly to that region. She intro- 
duced herfelf to the public as a Novel Writer, in 
the year 1791, by publifhing " A Simple Story," 
in four duodecimo volumes; and, in 1796, (he 
produced " Nature and Art." in two crown oc- 
tavo volumes. Both of thefe performances have 
been favourably received, and have juftly obtained 
her a refpeftable eftimation in this line of com*) 
pofition alfo.

He 
was then Chaplain to his Britannic Majefty's En- 
voy Extraordinary at the Court of Denmark, and 
afterward became Re£tor of Maghera Crofs. In

Fellow, and head Tutor of Trinity College, 
Cambridge ; and, though a gentleman of the 
greateft knowledge, he is mofl: diftinguifhed for kk 
manly virtue, and his uniform integrity of life* He 
has now for many years filled the duties of a conipi- 
cuous ftation, to which his merits raifed bim, witk 
dignity, energy, and propriety, and ha$ been able, 
in the midft of difficulties, to conciliate the refpeS 
and eftcem of every individual.

He poibHfhedy in 
1796, a new Syftcm of Book-keeping, to which 
many of the principal Merchants in the City of 
London, with.adefire to promote improvement in 
their counting-houfe fyftems, and with a liber- 
ality which does them the utmoft credit, fubfcribed 
♦ their guinea on the firft intimation of the defiga. 
Upon its appearance the public were much difap- 
pointed, it was aflailed at the prefs by feveral 
pamphlets, vindicating the Italian Method; and 
Mr. Jones's labours, after clearing him ( it is faid ) 
four thoufand guineas, have been configned to re- 
pofe and obfcurity, together, with many a new 
fangled theory, which has neither been conceived 
with judgement, nor had utility for its obje6L 



JONES, EDWARD, ESQ. 

Of the Inner Temple. Compiler of an In"dex 
to Records called the Originalia et Memoranda, on 
the Lord Treafurer's Remembrancer's Side of the 

Excheciuer;^ 
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Exchequer, in two volumes, folio, publiflied in 
1795, and perhaps not executed in the beft man- 
ner poffible. 

JONES, STEPHEN. 

A careful and judicious Compiler. He has 
publiflied a fmall Pocket Biographical Diftionarjr, 
which is peculiarly copious and extenfive for its 
lize, and has been well received. He has alfo 
publiflied an Abridgement of the Hiflory of Poland^ 
dnd a fmall Diflionary of the Englifii Language^ *■ 



IRELAND, REV. JOHN, A.M. 

Vicar of Croydon, in Surry, and long the inti- 
mate Friend of William GifFord, Efq. the cele- 
brated author of the Baviad and Mseviad. He 
publiflied in 1796, Ifive moft excellent Difcourfes, 
containing certain Arguments, for, and againft the 
iJeeeption of Chriftianity, by the ancient Jews and 
Greeks, in an oftavo volume. Independently of 
his own merit, he is likely to be long remembered 
in the literary world, by an elegant imitation of an 
Ode of Horace, addrefled to him by Mr. Gifibrd, 
and printed among the Notes to the Maeviad, as 
well as by an Invocation to him at the end of that 
excellent poem.

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IRELAND, JOHN. 

Formerly a Watchmaker in Maiden Lane. His 
firft publication was " The Emigrant/' a poem, in 
quarto, publifhed in 1785, for the inferiority of 
which he pleaded youth. In 1786, he made an oc- 
tavo volume, entitled, " Letters and Poems, by the 
late Mr. John Henderfon (Comedian) with Anec- 
dotes of his Life." He has, fince that time, pub- 
lifhed, ^^ Hogarth illuftrated," in two volumes, royal 
odlavo, which is a valuable work, notwithftanding 
the puerilities which difgrace it. 



IRELAND, SAMUEL. 

One of our greateft, and, for a time, one of our 
liioft fuccefsful literary fpeculators in this age of 
fine printing, and curiofity after pifturefque deli- 
neation. At the fame time, we may add, that ho 
is one of the leaft qualified by education or his 
powers of compofition, to acquit himfelf with pro- 
priety upon thefe occafions. His firft publication 
was " A Pifturefque Tour through Holland, Bra- 
bant and Part of France ;'* made in the Autumn of 
1789, and publiflied the year following, in two 
volumes oftavo. In 1792, he publifhed " Pi£lU'« 
refque Views on the River Thames,*' in two o£tavo 
volumes ; and in the year following, " Pifturefque 

Views 
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Views on the River Medway/' in an oftavo vo- 
lume. The Copper Plates, in Aqua-tinta, accom- 
panying thefe Toluoies, are executed with coofide*^ 
rable beauty, and have fecured them a favourable 
reception. In 1794, Mr. Ireland publifl&ed ** Gra- 
phic Illultrations of Hogarth," from pifihues, draw^ 
ings, and fcarce prints in his poffefiion, in an o£tiU 
vo volume. By a moft ibajne£uli Deception, which 
was fuccefs&illy put upon hun by Uis own Son, 
Mr. Ireland became, in" the year 17936, the oftenfible 
perpetrator of one of the grolTeil literary Forgeries 
upon the public, which the Hiftory of Letters can 
produce, and for an account of which, we refer 
the Reader to the next article. In confequence of 
this he publiihed, in that year, " Mifcellaneous 
Papers and legal inftruments, under the Hand and 
Seal of William Shakfpeare : including the Trar 
gedy of King Lear, and a fmall Fragment of Ham- 
let, from the original MSS in the Pofiefiion of Sa« 
muel Ireland,'* in imperial folio; and, fome time 
afterward ( when the forgery was proved ) " Mr. 
Ireland's Vindication of his Conduct, refpe£ling 
the Publication of the fuppofed Shakfpeare MSS, 
being a Preface or IntroduSion to a Reply to the 
Critical Labours of Mr. Malone, &c." an oftavo 
pamphlet ; and " An Inveftigation of Mr. Malpnc's 
Claim to the Charafter of Scholar or Critic," aft 
oftavo pamphlet. The latter of thefe performances, 
in point of literary merit is perhaps the beft which 
iis pen has produced.

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IRELAND, SAMUEL WILUAM HENRY. 

This literary Sharper may boaft of having at* 
tra£ted, fome time ago, by his delinquencies in the 
Commonwealth of Letters, as much attention as 
frequently falls to the lot of its moft meritorious 
members. But, while the impreflions remaining 
from the fe vices of the latter are thofe of gratitude 
and veneration, his machinations have annexed 
contempt and infamy to his name; and while ib 
much good tafte remains among men as to promiie 
that the works of Shakfpeare fliall never die^ he 
may comfort himfelf in the profpeft of a detefiahle 
immortality. The idea of forging the Shakfperian 
Manufcripts feems to have been created in the 
mind of this literary Culprit, ( then not nineteen 
years of age), by Mr. Stevens' Edition of Shak- 
fpeare. He had heard, perhaps, the names of Chat* 
terton and Rowley, without the capability of duly 
conceiving the merits of the memorable circum- 
ftance connefted with thofe names ; and he thought 
that if he could imitate the Signatures of Siak* 
fpeare, exhibited in Mr. Stevens' Edition, he might 
enrich his own pocket, and make excellent fport at 
,the expcnce of our great Bard, and fome credulous 
Antiquarians. By the mean of a book, publifihed 
in Queen Elizabeth's reign, he tried his (kill at 
mutating the manner of writing of thofe days, and 

it 
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k feems, by his own confeffion, that he was allowed 
to be dexterous in thefe dangerous devices. H«| 
deiign on Shakfpeare feemed remarkably well timed»' 
as hQ had heard that a gentleman at Claptoa 
Houfe had difcovered fome MSS with Shakfpeare's 
fignature, and had juft burned a large bajfket fiiU 
of them. He went to Work immediately with 
peculiar ingenuity and art^ and when his projed^ 
was ripe for execution, he came to his father with, 
a tale, that " a grand difcovery had been accir 
dentally made at the houfe of a gentleman of confi* 
derable property. That, anlong a quantity of familf 
papers, the contrafts between Shakfpeare, Lowine, 
and Condell, and the leafe granted by him "and 
Hemynge to Michael Frafer had been fouiui: 
That, foon afterward, the Deed of. gift to WilliaiEa 
Henry Ireland ( defcribed as the friend of Shak« 
fpeare, in confequence of having faved his life om 
the Thames, when in extreme danger of being 
drowned), and alfo the Deed of truft to John 
Hemynge had been difcovered. That, in purfuing 
ills fearch, he had been fo fortunate as to find 
fome Deeds eftabliftiing, beyond all controverfy, 
the title of this gentleman to a confiderable pro* 
perty ; Deeds of which the gentleman was as igno? 
rant as of his having in his pofleffiQU any of the 
MSS of Shakfpeare. That in return for this fervice, 
in addition to the remarkable circumftance of the 
young man bearing the fame name and arms, with 
the perfon who faved Shakfpeare's life^- the gentle^ 

man 
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man had promifed him every thing relative to the 
fubje£t, which had been, or fhould be found, ei- 
ther in town or at his houfe in the country. And, 
that, at this houfe the principal part of the papers, 
together, with a great variety of Books, containing 
his MS Notes, and three MS Plays, with part of a 
fourth, had been difcovered." Upon this he pr€)- 
duced the MSS which he had forged, correfpond- 
ing with this account, and the Father became fkft 
the Dupe of his Son's Artifice, and afterward the 
inllrument of putting his vile impofitions upon the 
public at large. The feveral MSS, among which 
was the tragedy of Vortigem, were exhibited by 
Mr. Ireland, Sen. at his houfe in Norfolk Street. 
The public mind became a good deal interefted, and 
mainy of the principal Literati, among whom were 
Dr. Parr and Dr. Warton, as well as a numerous fet 
of gentlemen of liberal education, coming with cha- 
litable minds, not excited to fufpicion, faw plaufible 
marks of authenticity and believed. Yet it was na* 
tural to enquire who the gentleman was from whom 
thefe papers had been obtained. To this Mr. Ireland 
anfwered, that, when application was made to the 
original poffefTor, for permiflion to print the Papers, 
it had not been obtained but under the ftrongeft 
injunftion that his name fhould not appear. In 
the mean time the play of Vortigern was preparing 
for reprefentation at Drury Lane Theatre ; and the 
firft of the publications relative to this fubjefit, men- ' 
tioned in the proceeding article, made its appearp 

ance». 
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ance. Meffrs. Malone and Stevens, however, witht 
fome few others, from the firft pronounced the 
whole to be a forgery, and feveral Pamphlets iffued 
from the prefs relative to the fubjeft. Mr. Malone, 
in particular, wrote a very pointed; Epiftle to Lord 
Charlemont, in which he moft forcibly demons 
ftrated all the MSS to be forgeries; andtheim^ 
preflion his Epiftle made on the public mind was a 
leading ftep to the Deteftion of the impofture. 
On the 2d of April, 1796, Vortigem was reprefent^ 
ed at Drury Lane to a very numerous and moft re^ 
fpeftable audience j and it was requefted, by themeaa 
of a handbill, " that the Play might be attended to, 
with that candour which has ever diftinguiftied 
a Britifh audience." It was liftened to for a confix 
derable time with great attention and liberality i 
but at length, the cheat that had been prafitifed 
upon public credulity became fo beyond queftion 
manifeft, that it was condemned to the fate it me- 
rited. 

The eyes of the public now became completely 
ppened to the tricks which had been played upon 
them, and a large force was immediately drawn 
up at the prefs, in which Mr. Malone, for his com^ 
plete volume of criticifm and mafterly refearch, was 
eminently confpicuous. The miferable Father and 
Son were condemned and bufFetted on all fides, 
and were at laft reduced to the neceflity of recon-^ 
ciling themfelves to the public by every confef- 
fion which it was in their power to make. A fepai* 

ration 
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ration between them took place. The Son wrote 
a fmall pamphlet, entitled, " An Authentic Ac- 
count of the Shakfperian Manufcripts," &c. in 
which he declared that the machinations were his 
own ; that his Father knew nothing of the matter^ 
and was firft duped himfelf and then became his 
inftrument in duping the public. The Father pub- 
liihed the Pamphlet, laft mentioned in the pre* 
ceeding article, and has by many been acquitted 
in the public mind, as a deceived man^ and as bac 
who feems to have had no defign of impofition. 
No perfon, it feems, had been privy to the cheat 
except Mr. Talbot, of the Dublin Theatre. Thua 
ended this Angular incident, which, whether we 
coniider the literary talents which became dupes 
to a tyro and an ignoramus in paffing off hU trafli 
as the genuine produ£iion of a great name ; whe* 
ther we confider the artifice with which the de* 
vice was conceived, or the audacity with which 
it was executed, muft be pronounced one of the 
ilioil remarkable in the Hiftpry of Letters. 



IRWIN, EYLES, ESQ. M.R.I. A, . 

This gentleman is a native of Calcutta and was 
for many years an aftive and moft honourable fcr* 
rant of the Eaft India Company. His earlier publi-: 
cations were St. Thomas' Mount, a poem, Bedukah 
an Indian paftoral ^nd " Eaftern Eclogues/' written 

during 
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diiring a Tour through Arabia, Egypt, &c. in 1777. 
He publifhed in 1780, '* A Series of Adventures in 
the Courfe of a Voyage up the Red Sea, on the Coafts 
of Arabia, and Egypt," in one volume, quarto. This 
entertaining volume, written in Lejtters to a Lady, 
was favourably received and has been reprinted in 
oftavo. Mr. Irwin has alfo publiflied, " Occafi- 
onal Epiftles," in verfe, during a Journey from 
London to Bufrah, in the Gulph of Perfia, addreffed 
to W. Hayley, Efq. publifhed in quarto, in 1784; 
an Ode to Robert Brooke, Efq. occalioned by the 
Death of Hyder Ally, publifhed in quarto, in the 
fame year ; and " The Triumph of Innocence/* 
an ode, written in 1796, on the Deliverance of the 
Princefs Royal of France, from the Prifon of the 
Temple, which is but an indifferent performance.

Of the neighbourhood of Birmingham. This 
gentleman publiflied, in 1790, the firft Part of a 
Diftionary of Chemiftry, in quarto, which promifed, 
from this fpecimen, to be a valuable work, and 
which we are very forry to fay has not been conti- 
nued. In the year following, he wrote an Account 
of the Life and Writings of Thomas Day, Efq. in 
an o6tavo volume, which is a mafterly piece of 
biography. 



KEITH, REV* GEORGE SKENE. 

Minifter of Keith-hall and Kinkell, Aberdeen- 
(hire. His firft publication was a fingle Sermon on 
the Charafter of Jefus Chrift, which appeared in 
1785. He has, fmce that time, publiflied fome 
Trafts on Weights, Meafures, and Coins, in a 
quarto pamphlet 3 and fome Trjidls on the Com

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Laws of Great Britain, Both of which, particu- 
larly the latter, are valuable performances 

KEMBLE, JOHN. 

A principal Aftor, and late A£ling Manager^ 
at Drury Lane Theatre, Mr. Kenible is the bro- 
ther of the celebrated Mrs. Siddons. He fucceded 
Mr. King as a£lii^ Manager in 1788, and gave up 
that lituation in 1796. He was originally defigned 
for a Popifh Prieft, was placed at a very early age 
at the Roman Catholic Academy in Staffordfhire, 
and afterward fent to the Englifli College at 
Douay. On his return to England he joined a 
ftroUing Company, and, having experienced the 
troubles of that life, was engaged at Dublin, in 
1782, and performed with great fuccefe. He caipne 
out at Drury Lane in the charafter of Hamlet^ 
and by his merit and application has obtained fo 
much credit, that, upon relinquifhing the place of 
Afting Manager, he demanded, and was not refu- 
fed, the fum of a thoufand guineas, for his fervices 
the following feafon. Mr. Kemble, early in life, 
imbibed a love of literature. He publifhed, in 
1780, a thin qftavo volume of Fugitive Pieces, con- 
fiding of Odes, Songs, occafional Prologues, &c. 
which did not attraft much attention ; and, befide 
altering feveral dramatic Pieces for the Stage, pro- 
duced, in 1786, '' The ProjeSs," a farce, which 

was 
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•vas condemned. It is beyond the limits of out 
province to fpeak of Mr. Kemble as an Aftor. 
But upon fo particular an occafion, we may, perhaps, 
be allowed to exprefs our admiration of the juft 
comprehenfion and claflical excellence which his 
reprefentation of Sliakfpeare's charafters exhibits : 
•and to add, that, notwithftanding a natural iriiper- 
feQion of voice, his Hamlet, his Richard III. and 
his Duke, in Meafure for Meafure, may challenge 
thofe of any Son of Thefpis who has been, is, or, 
jprobably ever Jkali be. 

KENDALL, WILLIAM, ESQ. 

This gentleman publiflied, in 1791, a TranA 
lation of the Introduftion, and Analyfis to the firft 
two volumes, of the learned Chevalier Filangieri*s 
Work on the Science of Legiflation, with a pro- 
mife of proceeding with the publication of the 
work, if the part then ofFered to the public ex» 

" ferienced a favourable reception. An oftavo vo- 
lume in continuation of this defign was publiihed 
in the year following, fince which time, owing pro- 
bably to want of encouragement, the plan feems 
to have been laid afide. In 1793, Mr. Kendall 

-publifhed a volume of " poems," not deficient in 
merit* 



KENT. 
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KENTISH, RICHARD, ESQ. M.D. F.A.S.E. 

Member of the Royal Medical Society at Edin- 
burgh, Correfpondent Member of the Society of 
Scottifti Antiquaries, &c. This gentleman attrafted 
a good deal of notoriety fome years ago, by the 
mortification he experienced upon being rejefted 
by the College of Phyficians, in London, and by a 
challenge which he fent in confequence, to a mem- 
ber of that body, principally concerned in his ex- 
amination. He has publiftied fome medical tra£ls, 
viz. " Experiments and Obfervations on a new 
Species of Bark,'' which appeared in 1785 ; an 
Effay on Sea. Bathing, in 1787 ; and Advice to 
Gouty Perfons, in 1789. He alfo publilhed, in 
1787, an Effay on the Method of Studying Natural 
Hiftory, an oration delivered to the Societas Na- 
turae Studioforum, in the year 1782. 



KERR, ROBERT, ESQ. F.R.A.S.E. 

The Tranflatbr of M. Lavoifier's Elements of 
Chemiftry and Linneus' Animal Kingdom, which 
he has performed with confiderable fuccefs. 
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KETT, REV. HENRY- A.M. 

Fellow of Trinity College, Oxford. This gen- 
tleman preached, in 1790, the Sermons at Mr* 
Hampton's Lecture, and publifhed them the year 
following, in an o£tavo volume. Thefe Difcourfea 
hold a very refpeftable diftinftion among the pro* 
duftions of that inftitution. In 1 793, upon becomiiag 
a candidate for the Poetry Profeflbrfliip at Oxford^ 
Mr. Kett publiftied a thin oftavo volume of " Ju* 
venile Poepis," which likewife do him very great 
credit. 

KINDERSLEY, N. E. ESQ.

This gentleman was formerly Prefident of the 
Society .of Antiquaries, and, although a writer of 
confidcrable eccejitricUy, we believe him to be a 
rnoft pious and well meaning chara£ler. His firft 
publication was " Obfcrvations on Ancient Caftles,*' 

read 
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reatd at the Society of Antiquaries, and publifhed 
in a quarto pamplet, in 1777. In 1788, he pro- 
duced a quarto volume, entitled, " Morfels of C riti- 
cifm, tending to illuftrate fome feW Paflages in the 
Holy Sciptures, upon Philofophical Principles, and 
an enlarged View of Things." This work, after a 
peaceful flumber of fome length, has been as it 
were revived in the literary world, by a late in- 
genious writer,* who has held up to notice fome 
very ftriking paflages of it, almoft foretelling, it 
Ihoilld feem, the commotions which Europe has 
fuffered fince' its publication. Yet, when we add 
that the fame work undertakes to prove, * That 
John the Baptift was an Angel from Heaven, the' 
fame who had formerly appeared in the perfon of 
Elijah ; that there will be a fecond perfonal reign 
of Jefus Chrift upon Earth ; that this Globe is a 
kind of Comet, which is continually tending to- 
ward the Sun, and will at length approach fo near, 
as to be ignited by the aftion of the folar rays, 
upon the elementary fluid of fire; and that the 
place of punifliment allotted for wicked men is the 
center of the Earth, which is the bottomlefs Pit,' can 
we any longer addrefs the writer in the words of th^ 
eloquent Father, Av6/)W7r£ ra 0£a &c ?f In 1793, 
Mr. King publiflied a pamphlet, entitled, " Confi- 
derations on the Utility of the National Debt, and

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on the prefent alarming Crifis," which holds forth 
a very pernicious doftrine, and which was ably 
anfwered by a Mr. Acland. His remaining publi- 
cations are, " Veftiges of Oxford Caftle ; or, a 
fmall Fragment of a Work, intended to be pub- 
liflied fpeedily, on the Hiftory of Ancient Cafl:les> 
and on the Progrefs of Architecture," in a thin 
folio volume^ publilhed in 1756; and *^ Remarks 
concerning Stones> faid to have fallen from the 
Clouds, both in thefe Day« and in ancient Times/ 
publiilied in a quarto pamphlet the fame year.r 
Upon the whole, however ( according to his own 
boafting ) Mr. King's habit of intent thikking 
may have caufed him to view many things in a 
light fomewhat different from popular appi^ehen- 
fions and prejudices 3 however long and clofe an at- 
tention he may for many years have bellowed in the 
purfuit of philofophical enquiries, in the inveftiga-- 
tion of the moll ferious fubjefts, and in fearching. 
out the progrefs of arts and improvements in fuc- 
ceffivc ages, we cannot fay that his writings ever 
appeared to us, to befpeak talents calculated to 
extend the boundaries of fcience and of arts, or that 
ftrength of judgement and comprehenlion of mind 
which can reflc6l new light and boauty on truths 
already obtained.

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KING, THOMAS. 

■ ' The dldeft Aftor, an^ one of the moft valuable on 
tJin* Stage. ' He is of- a fefpeftable family and wa^ 
articled to an attorney, but deferted the profeflion 
to accompany Shuter and join a ftroUing company. 
His fame firft rofe at Bath, from whence he re- 
moved to Drury Lane, and at length became A61- 
ing Manager of that Theatre. In 1788, he was 
t^bliged to quit that fituation, owing; it was faid, to 
certain lo'ffes at play; but he w^s foon aft<?rward 
re-engaged as an A£lor. Mr. King has written, 
•' Love at Firft Sight,'' a ballad farce, afted at 
Drury Lane, in 1765; and " Wit's laft Stake," a 
farce, brouglit out at the fame Theatre, fbiu- years 
afterward. He is, however, of far greater diftinc- 
tion as an Aftor than as a writer. His Lord 
Ogleby and Sir Peter Teazle are, inimitable perfor 
mances. 

KIKGSBURY, REV. WILLIAM. 

A Diffenting Minifter of Southampton. Kc 
publilbed, in 1778, a Sermon on the Death of Mr. 
Robert Seally, with fome account of the deceafed> 
for the benefit of the Widow , in 1789, a Sermon 
on the King's Recovery ; and in the fame year, a 
Sermon on the Death of Mrs. Mouniher. He has

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lately engaged in a controverfy with Dr. Mant, 
Re£lor of All Saints, Southampton, on the propria

led one of the moft unbecohiing and irideceht treai^ 
tifes which ever difgracfed fhe pen bf' a man, who 
would be thought afcholar and a philofophen We 
refer to his firft publication, viz. a Dift^u'ifition, ia 
quarto, on the Worfhip oiF rriapus, with'platesi 
printed in 1786,, and never publifhed, but liberally 
diftributed.- In 1791, Mr. < Knight publiftied aa 
Analytical Effay on the Greek Alphabet, in a 
quarto volume, which difpkys confiderable reading 
and enquiry. He has, fince that time, written two di- 
daftic poems, " The Landfcape,'* publifhed in qtiar- 
to, in 1794, and the " The Progrefs of Civil Soci* 
ety," publifhed in quarto, in 1796.

KNOX, REV. VICESIMUS, D.D. 

Mafter of the Free School at Tunbridge, an4f 
late Fellow of St. John's College, Oxford. Thif 
gentleman is a character of high and deferved dit 
tinftion in the literary world. His firft produftioa 
was " Effays, Moral and Literacy,'* which ap- 
peared in an oftavo volume, in 1777. Many of 
thefe papers had been written at College, as volun- 
tary exercifes, for the fake of improvement, be* 
fore he had taken his batchelor's degree. The vo- 
jume was fent anonymoufly as a gratuitous prefent 
to a publilher, from Oxford to London, and the 
publifher was unacquainted with the writer's name 
or perfon for (everal months after its publication. 

Upon 
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Upon its favourable reception the volume was re* 
publifhed with additions and the autbor*s name^ 
in -the year following ; and a fecond volume inras 
added in the year 1779. They have iince been 
frequently republiftied, and have^^btained a certain 
standard eftimation. In givmg oiir fentiments 
upon tfiefe Effays, we (hall beflow the firft praiie 
upon the manly refleftions which, for the moft 
part, they contain. They claim likewife conlide- 
fable pretehfions to merit, as finifhed fpecimehs of 
JEffay-writing, though they cannot be faid to rank 
abfolutely in the firft clafs of that fpecies of com* 
pofition. Againft a degree of illiberality of fenti- 
ment, however, which they here and there exhibit, 
and againft the fcrvility of the Jolinfoniam fcaii^ 
w^hioh they now and then bear, we muft enter a 
claufe, while we confer every eulogium upon the 
excellence of their moral tendency. Dr. Knox's 
iiext publication was his excellent praftical treatifej 
entitled, " Liberal Education,*' which appeared in 
one volume, ofitavo, in 1781. It has, fincetfaat 
time, been enlarged and frequently reprinted, in 
two duodecimo volumes, &c. and is too weB 
known to require an additional encomium from us. 
Some of the opinions which it contains have fafleen 
rontrovcrted, in pamphlets, by Mr. Percival Stock-^ 
dale and other writers. In 1788, Dr. Knox piub- 
Jifhed *' AVinter Evenings ; or. Lucubrations on 
I^ife and Letters," in three duodecimo volumes; 
avhich have fmce been reprinted in tvro- volumes, 

odavo. 
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o£tavo. Thefe Effays have> upon the ivhole, beeii 
lefs favourably received than the works of this writer 
already mentioned. Previoijsto this publication, Dr^ 
Knox had edited, expurgate editions of Horace and 
Juvenal. In the year following he republifhed, in 
a fix-penny pamphlet, his fpirited and convincing^ 
Letter to the Right Hon. Lord North, Chancellor, 
of the Univerfity of Oxford, which had been an- 
jaexed to the tenth edition of his Liberal Education. 
His animadverfions, in this Letter, have been 
warmly praifed by fome, and as violently cenfure^. 
by others. They fliew him, however, to be endow- 
ed with the genuine intrepidity of a Martyr ; and, 
he is to be revered for his triumph over prejudice^ 
for his noble and ftrenuous oppofition to the bar- 
barifm of education, and the vices of his Univerfity, 
who infinitely difgraces herfelf by neglefting fo 
competent and refpeftable a Monitor. This Letter 
was replied to ( but not anfwered ) by a half-crown 
pamphlet from the Clarendon prefs, figned, " a 
refident Member of the Univerfity." In i792> 
Dr. Knox publiflied a volume of '^ Sermons, chiefly 
intended to promote Faith, Hope, and Charity.'* 
Thefe Difcourfes did not completely anfwer the 
expedtations excited by the name prefixed to them ; 
and are, perhaps, juftly amenable for a mixture 
of metaphyfical dogmata, with the funple do£lrines 
of practical religion, and a vein of prejudice, not 
to lay bigotry, unharmonious with rational Chrijlia^ 
nity. Previous to this publication he received an. 

American 
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American Diploma of D. D. and he dedicated his 
volume to Lord Eardley. In a prefixed advertife- 
ment he expreffed an apprehenfion that his belief 
of the doftrine of the Trinity might expofe him 
to the attacks of thofe who condemn, without 
juftice or mercy, whatever militates againft Uni- 
tarian opinions. He, therefore, folicited the general 
reader's candour againft the Unitarian feverity ; 
hoping that he would allow him to retain the opi- 
nions in which he had been educated, and in which 
he was confirmed by choice, without loading him 
with the imputation of infincerity, irrational religion, 
or want of liberality. This was confidered ( and 
we confefs not without reafon ) by Dr. Difney, as 
a fevere attack on the Unitarians ; and, under- 
taking their juftification, he wrote a temperate, 
but manly and judicious expoftulation with Dr. 
Knox. In 1793, an excellent little volume, en- 
titled, '* Perfonal Nobility ; or. Letters to a young 
Nobleman, on the Conduft of his Studies and the 
Dignity of the Peerage,*' made its appearance, and 
was with confidence attributed to Dr. Knox. On 
the 1 8th of Auguft in that year, he preached a Ser- 
mon before the Military of Brighthelmftone, which 
gave them fo much offence, that, a few evenings 
afterward, when he and his family were at the 
Theatre, a note was handed to him, defiring him to 
withdraw. Not immediately complying withthis" 
demand, feveral officers came forward, infiftiiig- 
upon his quitting the Theatre, and he was a£tii«r' 

aUy 
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ally turned out^ This circumftance made a good 
deal of noife, and Dr. Knox publifhed " A Narra* 
tive of the trfinfaftions relative to a Sermon, preach- 
ed in the Parifh Church of Brighton, &c. with fliort 
Extracts from the Sermon and occafiortal Remarks/* 
but, though repeatedly called upon, he never pul>* 
liftied the Sermon complete, a circumftance which 
has prevented his entire exculpation upon that oc-* 
cafion. In 1794, Dr. Knox publifhed " Antipo- 
lemus ; or, the Plea of Reafon, Religion, and Hu- 
manity againft War," a fragment tranflated in a 
very mafterly manner from Erafmus ; and, in the 
year following " Chriftian Philofophy ; or, an At- 
tempt to difplay the Evidence and Excellence of 
Revealed Religion," in two volumes, duodecimo, 
a performance which has been branded as a fyftem 
of fanaticifm. Dr. Knox was, moreover, the judi- 
cious compiler of tliofe ufeful volumes, which have 
been fo well received and, of late, fo much im* 
proved, entitled, " Elegant Extrafts," in Verfe and 
Profe ; " Elegant Epiftles," and " Family Lec- 
tures." We cannot clofe this article without com- 
plimenting Dr. Knox upon the real fervices which 
he has done the world by his literary labours ; and 
particularly upon his induftry, in having done fo 
much in the midft of conftant avocation, while fo 
many learned men, of equal ability, wanting refo- 
lution for great endeavours, have pafled unbounded 
leifure in indolence, or have fat ftill and done no- 
thing becaufe they difdained to do little.

His firft publication was *' A Trea- 
tife on the Laws of Bills of Exchange, and Pro- 
miffory Notes," which appeared in 1 790, in an o£iavo 
volume. He has, lince that time written, " A 
Treatife . on the Law of Awards," publiftied in 
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1791^ in an oGtwo volume; the third edition of 
Comyns* Digeft of the Laws of England, with a 
Continuatfoot pttbliihed in 1792, in fix o£tavo vo- 
lumes ; and ** A Treatife on the Law of Corpora- 
tions," in two volumes, oftavo, the firft of which 
appeared in 17932 and the fecond in the year fob 
lowing.

She has, for fome time, in connexion with her 
fifler, the fubjeft of the following article, kept a 
Boarding School for young ladies at Bath, and may 
boaft of a very honourable diftindion, acquired by 
her publications. Her firft literary produftiou, 
which reached the prefs, was *^ The Chapter of Ao 
cidents," a comedy, very favourable received at the 

Hay^ 
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Haymarket, and printed in 1780. She next wrote 
" The Recefs ; or, a Tale of other Times/' a no- 
vel, in three duodecimo volumes, of which the firft 
appeared in 1783, and it was completed in 1786. 
This performance attrafted a confiderable degree of 
attention. It confifts of the adventures of tw6 
imaginary daughters of Mary Queen of Scots and 
the Duke of Norfolk, It engaged the warm par*' 
tronage of Mr. Sheridan, and is a moft ingenious 
and afFefting novel, difcovering in the author much 
acquintance with the human heart, a copious fund 
of imagination, great powers of defcription, and 
ftrong marks of genius. ■ Mifs Lee next Wrote **.A 
Hermit's Tale," an elegant poem, publifhed in a 
quarto pamphlet, in 1787 ; and, fince that time, 
(he has only -produced " Almeyda, Queen of Gra- 
nada," a tragedy, performed at Drury Lane in 
1796. The laft of thefe pieces poffeffes, in our 
opinion, many excellent and beautiful parts. If the 
circumftance of its having been withdrawn from 
the ftage, when fupported by the exquifite powers 
of Mrs. Siddons, while fo many wretched puppet- 
Ihow exhibitions, entitled Comedies, are heard 
with attention and applaufe be folely owing to the 
fublicy it is a melancholy mark, indeed, of the pre- 
cipitation of our national tafte. 



LEE, 
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LEE, MISS HARRIET. 

This lady is a younger fifter of the fubje£l of 
the preceeding article and is entitled to confidera- 
tk>n for a well-written novel, entitled, ^* The Er- 
rors of Innocence," which (he publiflied in 1786, 
in five duodecimo volumes. In the following year 
(he produced ** The New Peerage," a comedy^ 
aOed at Drury Lane and tolerably well received; 
and has fince written ^* Canterbury Tale9 for 
1797," in an o£lavo volume. 



LE GRICE, CHARLES VALENTINE, ESQ. 

This young gentleman, with talents of the 
higheft promife for literary excellence, has, hitherto, 
confined himfelf in very humble walks of author* 
fliip. He was educated at the Chrift-Hofpital 
School and Trinity College, Cambridge ; from the 
latter of which places he removed to Cornwall, as 
Tutor in a private family. His firft publication 
was the Tineum, which appeared while he was an 
undergraduate at the Univerfity, and which was 
properly ftigmatifed, by a perfon, whom Mr, Jj^ 
Grice calls eminent for his clqffical tafte^ as " a little 
foolifti book." Upon obtaining the Declamation 
Prize at Trinity College, in 1794, he publiflied the 

Declam« 
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Declamatidn and his fubfequent Speech^ in an cxx 
tavo pamphlet 5 properly prefixing by way of motUt

The above mentioned Speeqh does Mr. Le <jncq^ 
very confiderable credit. The. Declamation, tl^ou^ 
perhaps, refpeftable in its way, muft ftrike cverjif 
reader beyond the walk of Trinity College, or the 
Univerfity of Cambridge, as a very juvenile pcr-^ 
formance. Mr. Le Grice has, moreover, p^Wilhed 
an Analyfis of Paley's Phiiofophy, for the ufe of 
Students in the Univerfity, which is very refpec- 
tably executed and has reached a fecond editioa. 
To this gentleman, we b^lieye> may alfo be attri- 
buted a General Theorem for a Trinity Declama^ 
tion, and Hints to Frefhmen^ both of them very 
ingenious a^d witty performances* 



LEMPRIERE, REV. J. A.M. 

Of Pembroke College, Oxford. This gentle- 
man publiflied, in 1788, an o£):avo volume, which 
he entitled, " Bibliotheca Claffica ; or, a Claffical 
Dictionary, containing a full Account of all the 
Proper Names mentioned in ancient Authors." A 
well-executed volume of this nature was greatly 
wanted by the claffical fcholar, previous tb the ap- 
pear- 
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pearance of this. A performance fo refpe£lable 
experienced great encouragement, and the volume 
was greatly enlarged and improved in a fecond 
edition, publifhed in 1792. The /* Summary of 
Geography and Hiftory," by Mr. Alexander Adam, 
a work upon a fimilar nature, but upon a better-con- 
ceived plan, made its appearance foon afterward, 
and, our opinion of the relative merits of the two 
publications, has already been given under the name 
of that gentleman. In 1792, Mr. Lempriere pul> 
liflied the firft volume ( in oftavo ) of the Hiftory of 
Herodotus, tranflated into Englifti. In this ground 
alfo he has not been without a competitor, ( vide 
the article Beloe ), and, we believe, he has laid 
afide every idea of continuing the work. Mr. 
Lcmpriere has, moreover, publifhed a Sermon, 
preached at the opening of Swinton Chapel on the 
loth of April, i79i. 



LEMPRIERE, WILLIAM, ESQ. 

This gentleman, a Surgeon by profeffion, in- 
duced by liberal offers and a profpeft of gratifying 
his curiofity, fet off, in 1789, for Tarudant, to at- 
tend Muley Abfulem, the favourite fon of Sidi Ma- 
homet, then Emperor of Morodco. Though his 
ferviccs were ill requited, every reader of the inte- 
refling account, which he publifhed on his return, 
of his Tour from Gibraltar to Tangier, Sallee, 

Mogo- 
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Mogodore, Santa Cru^, Tarudant, and thincei 
over Mount Atlas to Morocco, will not repine at 
Mr. Lempriere's Ihort fufFerings, confidering the 
gratifying treat which he has there found means to 
afford him. It was publifhed in an oftavo volume^ 
in 1 79 1, and is written with fo much good fenfe 
and vivacity, that we think it a model for the ftudy 
of travellers, about to prefent the public with ac* 
counts of their expeditions. 



LENNOX, MRS. CHARLOTTE. 

A lady of confiderable genius, and who has 
long been diftinguifhed for her literary merit. She 
may boaft the honour of having been the protegee 
of Dr. Samuel Johnfon, and the friend of Mrs. 
Yates. She publiflied, fo early as the year 1752, 
" The Female Quixote,'* and " Memoirs of Harriet 
Stuart." In the former of thefe novels, the charafter 
of Arabella is the counterpart of Don Quixote, 
and the work was very favourably received. In the 
year following, flie publiQied, ** Shakfpeare illuftra- 
ted," in two volumes, duodecimo, to vvhiclrlhe foon 
aftenvard added a third. This work confifts of the 
novels and hiftories, on which the plays of Shak- 
fpeare are founded, collefted and tranflated from 
the original authors ; to which are added critical 
Notes, intended to prove that Shakfpeare has ge- 
nerally fpoilcd every ftory on which his plays are 

founded.

founded, by torturing them into low eontrivancei; 
abfurd intrigue, and improbable incidents. In 
1756, Mrs. Lennox pubiiftied ** The Memoirs of 
the Countefs of Berci> taken from the French," in 
two duodecimo volumes ; and Sully's Memoirs 
tranflated, in three volumes, quarto, which have 
fince been frequently reprinted in o£iavo, and are 
executed with great ability. In 1758, fhe pppduced 
Philander, a dramatic paftoral, and aUb-Henriettay 
a novel of confiderable merit, in two duodecimo 
volumes; and, in 1760, with the afliftance of the 
Earl of Cork arid Orrery and Dr. Samuel Johnibn» 
file publiflied a Tranflation of Father Brum<^'s 
Greek Theatre, in three quarto volumes, the itierit 
of which varies very materially in different parts of 
the work. Two years after this, (he pubfiflied 
Sophia, a novel, in two volumes, duodecimo^ which 
is inferior to her earlier performances ; and then, 
after an interval of feven years, Mrs. Lennox 
brought out, at Covent Garden Theatre, the SHlers, 
a comedy, taken from her novel Henrietta, which 
was condemned on the firft night of its appearance. 
In the year 1 773, flie furnifhed Drury Lane Theatre 
with a comedy, entitled, " Old City Manners,*' 
and has only written, we believe, fmce that time^ 
Euphemia, a novel, in four duodecimo volumci^f 
publiflied in 1790, a performance, which t^ no 
means deviates from the line of credit which €a» 
has always traced. 

LET-^ 
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LETTICE, REV, JOHN, B.D. 

Late Fellow of Sidney College, Cambridge^ 
He publiftied two Sermons, in 1788, and has 
tranflated Ifaac Hawkins Browne's Poem, on the 
immortality of the Soul, into Englifli blank verfe 
with confiderable fuccefs. It was publiftied with 
the original, and a Commentary, in an o£lavo vo* 
lume, in 1795. 



LETTICE, REV. JAMES, B.D. 

The author of " Letters on a Tour through 
various Parts of Scotland," publiftied in an oftavo 
volume, in 1794. In thefe Letters are introduced 
various biographical flcetches of eminent charafters, 
but the ftile of Mr. Lettice is uncouth and pedantic. 



LETTSOM, JOHN COAKLEY, ESQ. 
M.D. F.R.S. , 

Phyfician Extraordinary to the City of London 
Lying-in Hofpital, and Phyfician to the London 
Medical Society. A gentleman no lefs eminent for 
his profeflional (kill than for his humanity. He was 
educated a quaker and became the pupil and friend^ 

of 
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of the late Dr. John Fothergill, upon whofe de^ 
ceafe he began himfelf to attraft confiderable no- 
tice in his profeffion. Dr. Lettfom has publifhed 
various tra6ts connected with the fubjeft of medi- 
cine, as the treatment and Cure of Fevers, Medi- 
cal Memoirs of the General Difpenfary in London, 
1773 and 1774, Obfervations preparatory to the ufe 

. of Dr. Mayersback's Medicines ( in the deteftion of 
the impofture of which water doftor, he engaged ), a 
Letter to Sir Robert Barker and George Stackpoole 
on Inoculation, a Hiftory of the Origin of Medicine, 
Obfervations on Baron Dimfdale's Remarks on his 
Letter on general Inoculation, (which involved him 
in a controverfy with the Baron on the fubje6l of gen- 
neral inoculation), an Effay on the Danger of Frag- 
tant Flowers in a clofe Room, and a Letter to the 
King for a public Profefforlhip of Anatomy and 
Surgery. He has alfo written an Hiftory of the Tea 
Tree, in a quarto pamphlet ; an Account of Captain 
-Carver ( author of Travels into thie interior Parts 
of America, and of the Univerfal Traveller), in an 
oftavo pamphlet; fomc Account of his Patron, 
Dr. Fothergill, in a thin oftavo; the Works of 
Dr. Fothergill with fome Account of his Life, in a 
quarto volume ; a Vindication of his Conduft re- 
lative to the Finfbury Difpenfary Eleftion, in 1 786 ; 

■an Effay on the Effcfts of Hard Drinking; Ac-^ 
count of the Culture and Ufe of the Mangel Wur- 
2el ; Hints refpefting the Diftrcffcs of tlie Poor ; 
Hints refpe£ling the Chlorofis of Boarding Schools ; 

and 
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and Hints for promoting a Bee Society, .which laft 
quickly reached a fecond edition. In his bipgraphi- 
cal Iketches, Dr. Lettfom has been cenfured as 
indulging too much in turgid phrafeology. His 
fmriller trafts have for the greater part been prompt- 
ed by benevolence, and executed with ability and 
knowledge. Nor let it be forgotten that he was 
one of thofe patriotic fpirits mod particularly a£tive 
in the eftablifliment of the Royal Humane Society, 
of which he has been Vice Prefident andTreafurer. 
He alfo difplayed confiderable affiduity in promot- 
ing the fubfcriptkm for Prifon Charities and Re- 
forms, and for erecting a Statue in honour of the 
excellent Mr. Howard. 



LEVI, DAVID. 

A learned Jew who entered the lifts with Dr. 
Prieftley, and anfwered his Letters to the Jews, 
His principal work is Lingua Sacra, confifting of 
a Hebrew Grammar, a Hebrew-Englifh Diftioilary, 
and Appellative and Proper Words. The beginning 
was publiflied in 1785, and it was completed in 
three very large o£tavo volumes, in 1788. This 
performance, by no means the moft perfedl of its 
kind that might be produced, is a great inftance of 
induftry and perfeverance, in a perfon who was 
confined all the time to a mechanical bufinefs to 
fupply the neceffaries of his domeftic concerns. He 
Vol. I. A a ^ext 
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next publiflied an Account of Jewilh Ceremonies. 
His controverfy with Dr. Prieftley began in 1787^ 
in which year he pubUlhed an o£lavo volume of 
Letters addreffed to him 5 and added another vo- 
lume, in 1789. An edition of the Pentateuch, in 
five o£tavo volumes, with the original Hebrew 
printed on one fide of the page, with the Vowel 
Points, &c. and the common Englifti Tranflation on 
the other, w^as publiihed by Mr. Levi in 1791. 
Since this time he has publiihed Letters to Natha- 
niel Braffey Halhed, Efq. M. P. in anfwer to his 
Teftimony to the Authenticity of the Prophecies 
of Richard Brothers ; a well-written Anfwer 
to Paine 's Age of Reafon ; and the firft volume 
( in oftavo ) of Differtations on the Prophecies. 
The fecond volume of this laft w^ork has been in the 
prefs for fome time, and the number of volumes of 
which the work is. to confift, is as yet undefined. 



LEWELYN, REV, WILLIAM. 

This gentleman's firft publication was** A Trea- 
tife on the Sabbath,'* which was publiihed in 1783, 
in an oftayo volume. Since that time, we believe, 
he has only publiflied " Trafts on diflR^rent Subje£ts» 
in four volumes,'* which were publiflied, in oftavo^ 
in 1 791. His wTitings. have not been pecuUarty 
diRinguiflied for their perfpicuity or their liberality. 

LEWIN, 
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LEwiN, w. esq; 

Fellow of the Linnaean Society, and author of 
m moft fplendid and ufeful work, to be continued 
to eight volumes ( quarto ) and of which three 
are now publiftied, entitled, ** The Birds of Great 
Britain, fyftematically arranged, accurately engravi- 
ed," &c. The firft volume was publilhed in 1795. 



LEWIS, MATTHEW GREGORY, 
ESQ. M.P. 

This gentleman is fon of the Deputy Secre- 
tary at War, and has attrafted no inconfiderable 
(hare of public attention, by a romance, in three 
duodecimo volumes, entitled, *^ The Monk," which 
he publilhed in 1795. It was written for the 
amufement of his leifure, during his travels, as ap- 
pears by a Paraphrafe from an Epiftle of Horace, 
prefixed to the work and dated HaguCy OSloher 28th, 
1 794, at which time he was only twenty years of 
age. With regard to the literary merit of 
this performance, we are of opinion, that it d Iplays 
confiderable marks of genius and ability in the 
writer. Some readers may difcover that it fmells 
of Sanfon Barjifa^ the Devil in love of Cayotte, and 
the Sorcerer ; as well as, perhaps^ of fome otiier 

A a 2 production? 
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produ£lions which might be mentioned. Yet, they 
will be faftidious appreciators, indeed, of literary 
excellence, if they are unwilling to allow Mr. 
Lewis credit for the whole which he has produced. 
The poetry in this Romance is exquifitely pretty, 
particularly " Alonzo the brave and the fair Imo- 
gene/' than, which we feldom recoUeft to have 
feen a better fpecimen of its kind^ The enter- 
tainment of Raymond and Agnes, performed at 
Covent Garden Theatre, was derived from this 
Romance ; as was, alfo, " Alonzo and Imogene,** 
rcprefcnted at fome of the fmaller Theatres. We 
ihould end this article with peculiar fatisfadion 
could we ftop here. For, in contemplating the 
MORAL MERIT of this performance, we muft pro- 
nounce the fevered cenfure upon its author. Tlie 
obfcenity with which it is deformed, is unworthy 
of the age in which it was written, and unworthy 
even of the author's jtf«/A. That a gentleman by 
birth, who has given us proofs of a liberal educa- 
tion and confiderabic talents, and who was ho- 
noured, at his very entrance into manhood, with 
a feat in the venerated Senate of his Country, (hould 
have been guilty of fo flagrant an outrage againft 
decency and propriety, as to commit, with the 
function of his name, to general circulation^ the 
paintings of a warm imagination, depifted in fuch 
glowing coloufvS, tliat even our Circulating Libra- 
ries were compelled to rejeft their admiflion^ is a 
cimimiUuice not the lead remarkable in the hiflory 
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of the times. But that fuch an one (hould^ in the 
fame pages^ have added blafphemy againft the 
fcriptui^s, in words whofe falfehood is no lefs 
grofs than their impiety, is a circumftance almoft 
beyond belief. We will not fay what fate we 
think Mr. Lewis merits. We will only add on this 
fubje^, the emphatic words of an elegant writer 
and a pious man^ upon the fame occafion^ '^ A Le- 
" giflator in our own Parliament, a Member'of the 
** Houfe of Commons of Great Britain, an elefted 
^ Guardian and Defender of the Lawis, the Religion, 
** and the good Manners of the country, has oei- 
•' tber fcrupled nor blulhed to depift and to publifli 
'^ to the world, the arts of lewd and fyftematic fe- 
** duftion, and to thruft upon the nation the moft 
** open and unqualified blafphemy againft the very 
*' code and volume of our religion." The MoAk, 
upon becoming known, and upon having certain 
private reftriftions put upon its perufa), quickly, 
as was natural, obtained a confiderable circulation. 
Its author has alfo tranllated, from the German 
of the celebrated Schiller, a tragedy, entitled the 
Minifter. 



LICKORISH, REV. RICHARD, M.D. 

Formerly of Lincoln College, Oxford, and, at 
prefent, a Divine, a Phyfician and a Farmer. He 
publiflied, in 1795, an o£^avo volume, entitled, 

A a 3 ' " Sermons 
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" Sermons aiid Trafts upon various Subjefts," to 
which he talks of adding another volume. In the 
fanie year he wrote '* An Appeal to the Public, on 
the Subjc£t of Politics/' a pamphlet^ which, hand 
ill hand with his fornier publication, foon reached 
the regions of obfcurity. 



LINDSAY, HON. COLIN. 

Lieutenant Colonel of the forty-fixth Regiment, 
and author of a ufeful " Military Mifcellany," in 
two voiuiiies, o6tavo, publiflied in 1793, ^^^ P^^ 
fits of which were to be given to the Hibernian 
School, a patriotic feminary, in which, nearly three 
hundred children, the offspring of Soldiers, are 
charitably educated. 



LINDSEY, REV. THEOPHILUS. 

An Unitarian Clergyman, formerly the intimate 
friend of Dr. Prieftley and the late Dr. John Jebb. 
He was once Vicar of Catteric in Yorkfhire, and 
tht Apology which he wrote, in 1774, for refign- 
ing that vicarage was his firft publication. ' This 
rcfi^natlon of preferment in the eftabliftiment, was 
made from motives of confcience, and his Apology 
and the Sequel to that Apology, each in one yo« 
lumc, o£lavo, were regarded by many of his parti- 

zains^ 
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xans, as the beft vindication of the Socinian Creed. 
He afterward became Minifter at the Chapel in 
Effex-Houfe, Effex Street, and then of the New 
Chapel, in the fame Street, and publiftied the 
Sermons which he preached at the opening of thofc 
Chapels, on April 17th, 1774, and March apth^ 
1778. His writings, which have been chiefly The-^ 
ological Trafts, have drawn feveral Replies from 
the prefs. Among them are ( befide thofe already 
mentioned) a farewell Addrefs to the Parifhioners 
of Catteric, the Book of Common Prayer reformed 
upon the Plan of Dr. Samuel Clarke, ( which he 
read at his Chapel, in Effex Street ), ^ Remarks 
upon the Remarker,'* (Burgh), two Differta- 
tions on the Preface to St. John's Gofpel and on 
praying to Chrift, the Catechift, an hiftorical View 
of the Unitarian Doftrine, in an oftavo volume, 
an Examination of Mr. Robinfon's Plea and Vindici^ 
PrieJiUian^ ; which laft is an addrefs to the Students 
of Oxford and Cambridge, occafioned by a Letter to 
Dr. Prieftley, from a perfon calling himfelf an Un^ 
dergraduate, but publicly and uncontradiftedly 
afcribed to Dr. Home, and in which Mr. Lindfey 
began, what he afterward profecuted with fteady 
and cool perfcverance, his favourite objett of ellst- 
blifhing the Unitarian Dofltrine, concerning the 
divine nature of the perfon of Chrift. The reft of 
his publications are, a fecond Addrefs to the Stu- 
dents of Oxford and Cambridge, Converfations on 
Chriftian Idolatry, a Sermon on Prayer, and his 

A a 4 Sermon 
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Sermon on refigning the Paftoral Office at Eilcx 
Street Chapel in 1793. Mr. Lipdfey's compofitions 
have not to boaft of the interefting and animated 
ftyle of his friend Dr. Prieftley, yet they are charac* 
terifed by a mildnefs and candour peculiarly orna- 
mental. He was fucceeded by Dr. Difney upoa 
his refignation at Effex-Street Chapel. 



LIPSCOMB, REV. WILLIAM- 

Reftor of Welbury in Yorkfhire, late of Corpus 
Chrifti College, Oxford, and Chaplain to the Earl 
of Darlington. This gentleman obtained, in the- 
year 1772, one of the Chancellor's Prizes for an 
indifferent Poem on the beneficial Effe£ls of Ino- 
culation. It was printed in a quarto volume of 
*^ Poems," which he publiftied in 1784, and repub- 
lifhed at the requeft of the Houfe Committee of 
Governors of the Small Pox and Inoculation Hof* 
pitals, for the benefit of that charity, having been 
recited at their Anniverfary Feftival at the London 
Tavern, Feb. 25th, 1793. Mr. Lipfcomb has alfo 
publifhed, " The Pardoner's Tale," from Chaucer^ 
" The Cafe of the War confidered," in a letter to 
Henry Duncombe, Efq. M. P. written in 'i794> 
" A fecohd Letter" to H. Duncombe, Efq. M. P. 
written in the following year, and " The Canter- 
bury Tale$ of Chaucer, completed in a modem 

Verfion>'* 
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Verfion," a very elegant performance, publiftied iq 
1795, ^^ three crown octavo volumes. 

LIVERPOOL, EARL OF. — See Jeakinfon. 

LODGE, EDMUND, ESQ. F.A-S. 

Purfuivant of lArms, and author of a valuable 
work, in three volumes, quarto, publifhed in 1791^ 
entitled," llluftrations of Britilh Hiftory, Biogra* 
phy, and Manners, in the Reigns of Henry VIII. 
JEdward VI. Mary, Elizabeth, and James I." exhi- 
bited in original papers felefted from the MSS. of 
the noble families of Howard, Talbot, and Cecil. 

LODGE, REV. JOHN. 

This gentleman publiflied, in 1 797, ** Introduc- 
tory Sketches toward a Topographical Hiftory of 
the County of Hereford," in an o6lavo volume ; 
foliciting, at the fame time, patronage and afliftancc 
for the larger work, of which he meant this as a fpe- 
cimen, in which it is his intention (if encouraged) 
to appropriate a fmall oftavo volume to each of th^ 
eleven hi^ndreds of the county. 

LOFFT, 
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LOFFT, CAPEL, ESQ. 

Barrifter at Law, a zealous Cultivator of con 
ftitutional Knowledge, and a diftinguiflied Writer 
in the Law department, as well as in defence of Li- 
berty. His firft production was a poem, entitled, 
*^ The Praifes of Poetry," which was publilhed in 
duodecimo, in 1775, and attracted little attention. 
Three years after this he wrote ** Obfervations 
on Mrs. Macaulay's Hiftory of England," a quarto 
pamphlet, written in a fpirit of zeaLfor the honour 
of that lady. Since that time, Mr. LofFt has written 
Principia cum Juris Univerjalis tumfracifue Anglkani^ 
in two volumes, duodecimo, publilhed in 1779; 
" An Argument on the Nature of Party and Fac- 
tion," publifhed in 1780 ; Eudofia, or a poem on the 
Univerfe, publiflied in 1 781 ; and " The firft and fe- 
cond Gcorgic, attempted in Blank Verfe," publifhed 
in duodecimo, in 1 784. The laft of thefe perform- 
iances was executed upon Dr. Trapp's model, and 
we muft own that it was a daring attempt upon VirgiT, 
but that Mr. LofFt fucceeded in his cruel purpofe, and 
committed murder. In 1 785, Mr. LofFt publifhed an 
ingenious Effay on the Law of Libels, and, in 1789, 
three Letters on the Queflion of the Regency. 
Since that time he, has written Obfervations on the 
firft Part of Dr. Knowles' Teftimonies from the 
Writers of the firft four Centuries, an Hiftory of

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the Corporation and Teft A£ls, a Vindication of 
that Hiftory ( in anfvver to fome obfervations upon 
it, which had been publilhed ), Remarks on Burke^s 
Letter concerning the French Revolution, an EC- 
fay on the Etfe£t of a Diffolution of Parliament 
on an Impeachment by the Houfe of Commons j.

LOLME, JOHN LEWIS DE, L.L.D. 

Advocate, and a Native and Citizen of Geneva. 
He has, for fome time, refided in England, and 
gained very confiderable celebrity in the charafter 
of an author. His firft work, in our language, was 
a Parallel between the Englifh Conilitution and 
the former Government of Sweden, a very iiigenious 
pamphlet, publifhed in 1772. Three years after 
this, he publiflied his celebrated Treatife on the Con- 
ftitution of England. It was originally written in 

French, 
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French, and was now publiflied iiuEnglifli, by Dn 
De Loline, confidcrably enlarged and improved. 
n>e faiiie of this work, as well as the work itfel^ 
IS known to almoft every reader. The celebrated 
Junius iec:>mmended it to the public, as a perfonn- 
«nce deep, folid, ar:d mgenious ; and it has beea 
tionoured with the a^ pjaufes of a Camden and a 
Chatham, in the Britifli Senate, Nor is it the leaft 
remarkable circumftance refpefting this work, that it 
is the produftion of a foreigner^ who had pafled the 
greater part of his life out of England. In 1787, 
Dr. De Lolme publilhed a moft excellent introduc- 
tion to De Foe's Hiftory of the Union, entitled, 
•* An Eifay, containing a few Striftures on the 
Union of Scotland Avitli England." He has alfo 
written, the Hitlory o( the Flagellants ; or Menao- 
rials of human SuperRition, imitated from* the Ab- 
he Boilcau ; '* Obfervations relative to the Taxes 
upon Windows or Lights," a quarto pamphlet, 
pubUll>ed in 1788 : and " Obfervations on the late 
National Erabarafl'.nent,'' an oftavo pamphlet, pub- 
lished the ycnr following.
